in  his  own  family  as  the  best  of  husbands  and 
of  fathers  :  who  joined  the  truest  sense  of  reli- 
gion with  the  imcpialified  assertion  of  freedom  : 
who,  after  an  honest  perseverance  in  a  good 
cause,  at  length  attested,  on  the  scatl'old,  his 
attachment  to  the  ancient  principles  of  the  con- 
stitution, and  the  unalienable  right  of  resistance. 
Nor  does  it  take  away  from  the  usefulness  of 
such  an  attem})t,  that  Lord  llussell  was  some- 
times led  into  error  by  crechdity  or  party  zeal  : 
let  others  attempt,  if  they  can,  to  avoid  such 
mistakes  ;  but  let  them,  at  the  same  time, 
confess,  that  the  courage  and  })ei'severaiice  of 
Lord  lUissell  were  amongst  the  chief  causes  oi 
that  llevolntion  to  which  we  owe  olu*  })resent 
liberties.

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The  period  to  which  tiie  active  Viih  of  Lord 
Russell  belongs  is  one  of  great  importance. 
From  the  year  I67O  to  1683  may  be  styled  the 
middle  of  that  great  contest  which,  beginning 
in  1641,  and  ending  in  1688,  has  been  very 
properly  called  a  revolution  of  half  a  century. 

The  sons  of  Charles  the  First  had  confident 
expectations  of  establishing  an  arbitrary  monar- 
chy in  England  ;  and,  on  the  otlier  side,  there 
were  many  real  patriots  determined  to  surrender 
their  liberties  only  with  their  lives. 

At  this  period  a  struggle  took  place  between 
the  Crown  and  the  Parliament,  which  ended 
in  the  complete  victory  of  the  former  j  and 
had  not  James  attacked  the  church,  as  well  as 
the  constitution,  would,  probably,  have  led  the 
w"iy  to  despotism.  The  trium})]i  of  Cliarles  the 
Second  over  his  Parliament  Mas  scarcely  less 
signal  than  that  of  the  ParUamcnt  over  his 
fatlicr,  and,  like  it,  sealed  wdth  blood.  But  it 
differs  in  one  remarkable  })articular.  Although 
C'liarles  the   Second  was   Hnally  successtid,  all

The  last  few  years  have  l)roiiglit  to  light 
several  works  wliicli  illustrate  liie  reign  of 
( Jharles  the  Second.  The  Life  of  King  James, 
great  })art  of  which  is  written  by  himself,  and 
Evelyn's  Memoirs,  are  tlie  most  remarkable. 
With  the  assistance  of  these  materials  1  con- 
ceived that  it  w^as  ])0ssible  a  narrative  might 
l)c  formed  of  the  <lomestic  history  of  Charles 
the  Second,  not  altogether  uninteresting.  And 
although  I  have  been  obliged  sometimes  to  lose 
sight  of  Lord  Russell,  he  is  always  closely  con- 
nected with  the  subject;  for  the  o])])osition 
made  to  the  design.s  of  Charles  the  Second 
began  with  his  entrance  iiito  public  lil'e,  was 
<'ontinued  with  his  aid,  and  was  totally  extin- 
guished at  liis  death.

In  the  twenty-first  year  of  the  reign  of 
Henry  VII.,  Philip,  Archduke  of  Austria,  and 
in  right  of  his  wife,  King  of  Castile,  having  en- 
countered a  violent  storm  on  his  passage  from 
Ilanders  to  Spain,  was  obliged  to  put  into  Wey- 
mouth. Sir  Thomas  Trenchard,  who  lived  near 
the  port,  entertained  him  in  the  best  manner  he 
was  able,  till  he  could  acquaint  the  King  with 
his  arrival.  In  the  mean  time  he  sent  for 
Mr.  Russell,  who  had  travelled  abroad,  and  was 
acquainted  with  foreign  languages.  The  Arch- 
duke was  so  much  pleased  with  Mr.  Russell 
that  he  took  him  witli  him  to  court,  and  re- 
commended him  warmly  to  the  King.  He 
vv^as  immediately  made  one  of  the  gentlemen 
of  the  privy-cbamber.  He  afterwards  attended 
Henry  VHI.  in  his  expedition  in  France,  and 
was  present  at  tlie  taking  of  Therouenne  and 
Tournay.  He  obtained  for  his  ser\  ices  certain 
lands  in  I'o'jrnay.  \\  Ivjn  tlie  ])hicc  was  after- 
wards given  up,  the  orders  from  tiic  King  to 
deliver  it  into  the  hands  of  tlie  French  were 
directed  to  him.

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was  present  at  the  battle  of  Pavia.  He  went 
twice  again  into  France  in  a  military  capacity, 
and  on  the  last  occasion  commanded  the  van- 
guard. For  these  services  in  various  capacities 
he  undoubtedly  obtained  very  splendid  rewards. 
He  held  the  important  office  of  Lord  Admiral  of 
England  and  Ireland.  He  was  made  Marshal 
of  the  Marshalsea,  Lord  Warden  of  the  Stan- 
naries in  the  counties  of  Dev^on  and  Cornwall, 
and  Knight  of  the  Garter.  In  1540,  on  the 
dissolution  of  the  monasteries,  he  obtained  a 
grant  of  the  rich  abbey  of  Tavistock,  and  of  a 
very  large  estate  belonging  to  it.  Three  years 
afterwards  he  was  made  Lord  Privy  Seal.  When 
a  council  was  appointed  to  govern  the  counties  of 
Devon,  Cornwall,  Somerset,  and  Dorset,  he  was 
named  its  president.  And  the  King  on  his 
death-bed  appointed  him  one  of  the  sixteen 
executors  of  his  will.  In  the  same  year  he  ob- 
tained, by  a  grant  from  King  Edward,  the  dis- 
solved monastery  of  Woburn. 

The  beiiinning;  of  the  rciffn  of  Edward  the 
Sixth  was  disturbed  by  insurrections,  which  had 
their  origin  in  a  general  inclosure  bill  ;  but  were 
aftcrv/ards  ctonverted  by  the  priesthood  to  a  re- 
ligions purpose.

He  afterwards  went  with 
the  Earl  of  Leicester  to  the  assistance  of  the 
Dutch.  His  conduct  at  the  battle  of  Zntphen

so  behave  with  his  cuttle-axe,  that  lie  would 
separate  their  friendship." 

He  was  afterwards  Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland, 
where  he  made  himself  very  conspicuous  for 
prudence  as  well  as  valoiu'. 

He  took  great  })ains  to  prevent  the  excesses 
of  the  army.  He  directed,  by  his  general 
orders,  tliat  the  soldiers  should  give  moiiey  or  a 
ticket  for  their  diet  j  that  there  should  be  no 
charge  on  the  country  for  more  inen  than  there 
really  were  ;  that  tlie}  should  not  ask  i'or  more 
than  a  breakfast  and  su])per ;  and  that  tlieir 
quarters  sliould  be  assigned  by  the  ci\  il  magis- 
trate. Tiiese  regulations  were  well  calcuhited 
to  concihate  the  lower  t)rdci's.  Had  tJie  coiut 
taken  jiis  advice,  another  measure  which  he  re- 
connneiided,  wouhl  ])rohabl_)'  ha\e  gained  o\er 
the  nobiht}'.  j  le  ])rop()sed  that  tlu'  huids  of  the 
chnrcli  which  had  been  confiscated,   should   be 
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■^\w*\\  eqiialK'  to  the  U-adiiiu,'  iin  ii  ot'  l)o;li  w- 
lig-ioiis.  1  hul  tlir  catholic^  accTjjtrd  tlu'  spoils 
of  tlu'ir  own  cliurc'li.  it  i^  (  \iil'.'iit  tlu\  v/oiiKl 
havt'  l)i'f()!iK'  altac'lu'd  to  tlu-  uowi-iinu-nl  iVom 
which  thi'V  had  ohtaiiK'il  them.

lent  measures  proposed.  Mr.  Pym,  who  was 
member  for  the  borough  of  Tavistock,  followed 
a  similar  line  m  the  Commons. 

When  the  King  admitted  some  of  tlie  popular 
leaders  to  liis  coujiciis,  he  resolved  to  make  the 
Earl  of  Bedford  Lord  High  Treasurer,  and 
Mr.  Pym  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  ;  but 
Lord  Clarendon  says  the  Earl  was  determined 
not  to  enter  into  the  Treasury,  till  the  bill  for 
tonnage  and  poundage  was  granted  for  life  ;  and 
he,  with  tlie  rest  of  those  wlio  were  first  offered 
places,  declined  to  take  them,  till  the  rest  of  their 
party  should  also  be  admitted  to  the  confidence 
of  the  King. 

When  a  discovery  w^as  made  to  the  Earl  of 
Bedford,  Lord  Say,  and  Lord  Kimbolton,  of  a 
design,  I'cal  or  pretended,  to  bring  the  army 
from  the  North  to  London,  such  was  their 
temper  and  moderation  that  they  did  not  pub- 
lish it ;  but  contenting  themselves  witli  pre- 
venting its  execution,  tlie  whole  pk)t  was  ke])t 
secret  till  long  after  the  Earl  of  Bedford's  death. 

And  when  Lonl  Sti'affortl  was  tried,  the  Earl 
of  Bedford  told  Lord  Clarenilou,  that  it  was  the 
rock  upon  wliich  they  should  all  spht  :  tliat  lie 
had  in  vain  endeavoured  to  ])revail  upon  his 
friends  to  accept  the  King's  offer,  that  Lord 
Strafford  should  be  banished  for  life  :  and  tliat 
he  did  net  see  how  the  Ki]ig,   who  was  firmlv 
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r()ii\  iiu'od  ot'llu'  iiijiistitH'  of  the  coiiilt-iiiiiatioi), 
could  t'\  ti'  iii\  I'  the  ro\;il  a^-x^nt  to  tlu-  act  oi' 
allaiiuin-.

*'  The  Earl  of  Bedford  secretly  undertook  to 
His  Majesty,  that  the  Earl  of  Strafford's  life 
should  be  preserved  ;  and  to  procure  his  revenue 
to  be  settled,  as  amply  as  any  of  his  progenitors  ; 
the  which  he  intended  so  really,  that,  to  my 
knowledge,  he  had  it  in  design  to  endeavour  to 
obtain  an  act  for  the  setting  up  the  excise  in 
England,  as  the  only  natural  means  to  advance 
the  King's  profit.  He  fell  sick  within  a  week 
after  the  bill  of  attainder  was  sent  up  to  the 
Lords'  House ;  and  died  shortly  after,  much 
afflicted  with  the  passion  and  fury  which  he 
perceived  his  party  inclined  to  :  insomucli  as  he 
declared,  to  some  of  near  trust  to  him,  "  that 
*'  he  feared  the  rage  and  madness  of  rhis  Par- 
"  liament  would  bring  more  prejudice  and  mis- 
"  chief  to  the  kingdom,  than  it  had  ever 
"  sustained  by  tlie  long  intermission  of  parlia- 
*'  ments."  He  was  a  wise  man,  and  would  have 
proposed  and  advised  moderate  courses  ;  but 
was  not  incapable,  for  want  of  resolution,  of 
being  carried  into  vioJent  ones,  if  his  advice  were 
not  submitted  to :  and  therefore  many,  who 
knew  him  well,  thought  his  death  not  unseason- 
able, as  well  to  his  fame,  as  his  ibrtin;e  ;  and 
that  it  rescued  him  as  well  from  some  pos- 
sible gudt,    as  from  those  visible   raisfortuues.

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this,  the  Earls  of  Bedford  and  Holland  went  to 
the  King's  garrison  at  WalJingford,  but  it  was 
some  time  before  they  were  allowed  to  go  to 
Oxford.  The  Earl  of  Bedford  then  joined  the 
army,  and  fought  in  the  King's  regiment  of 
horse  at  the  battle  of  Newbury.  Being  dis- 
gusted, however,  with  the  treatment  he  received 
at  Court,  he  returned  with  Lord  Clare  to  the 
Earl  of  Essex,  on  Christmas-day  1643,  having 
been  only  four  months  with  the  King's  army. 
He  was  ordered  into  custody  by  the  Parliament, 
and  his  estate  sequestered.  The  estate  was  re- 
stored to  him,  however,  after  a  few^  months, 
when  the  success  of  the  Parliament  had  put 
tliem  in  good  humour.  He  never  afterwards 
sat  in  the  Long  Parliament,  or  concurred  in 
any  of  their  councils.  He  assisted  in  the  con- 
ferences previous  to  the  restoration,  and  at  the 
coronation  of  Charles  II.,  bore  St.  Edward's 
sceptre. 

In  early  life  he  formed  an  attachment  to 
Lady  Anne  Carr,  daugliter  of  the  Countess  of 
Somerset,  so  well  known  in  history  for  her 
participation  in  the  infamous  murder  of  Sir 
Thomas  Overbury. 

The  daughter,  it  is  said,  never  heard  of  lier 
mother's  crime,  till  siie  read  of  it  by  cliancc 
in  a  pamj)hlet,  and  was  then  so  affected  \\  ith 
horror,  that  she  fell  down,  and  was  found  scji^e- 
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liss  with  tlio  hook  opt'ii  hc'turt'  her.  But  tlioimh 
the  u'liih  of  \\vi  mother  was  iu)t  likelv  to  in- 
flui'iico  htT  c'oiuhict  in  am  other  wav,  than 
hy  in>i);rin!^  her  with  a  more  serious  attention 
to  the  ihnies  ol"  moraHt\,  tlie  Karl  of  Bedford 
NMth  a  natural  feelini;-  oj)))o>e(l  their  union,  ami 
it  was  >aiil,  that  his  son  lunl  lea\e  ami  liberty 
to  choose  in  anv  t'amilv  hut  that.

"  It  is  not  long  agoe  since  I  received  two 
letters  from  you  together,  and  soone  after  ano- 
ther, that  seconded  them  (bearing  date  Nov'  20^) 
for  which  I  give  you  many  thanks,  as  likewise 
for  the  continuance  of  your  friendship.  By 
your  last  I  understand  that  mine  from  this 
place,  Geneva,  and  Lyons  are  come  to  your 
hands  :  timely  we  arrived  at  the  last  place  in 
the  luckiest  time  desirable  for  all  sort  of  fine 
sights,  divertisements  and  recreations,  for  the 
concourse  of  people  was  then  soe  great  by  rea- 
son of  the  Qucene  of  Sweden's  arrivall  there, 
that  the  town  was  hardly  able  to  contain  them, 
for  in  the  house  where  wee  lodged  tlicre  were 
above  an  hundred  persons,  most  persons  of 
qualitie,  and  many  hansome  Ladyes,  soe  tliat 
a  nights  we  had  dancing  and  towards  the  eve- 
ning's bathing,  w'^''  truely  is  a  very  fine  recre- 
ation :  althougli  the  Ladyes  have  tlieir  faces 
masked,  nevertlielesse  one  may  sometimes  espye 
parts  that  doe  not  less  add  to  their  luster.  I 
wImIrhI  you  a  siglit  of  it  truely  as  well  as  of"  the 
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Queoiie  of  Sweden,  wiio  surely  deserves  it  it" 
any  woman  does,  1  doe  not  nieane  for  the  beauty 
of  her  face,  but  for  that  Muiestie  that  appeares 
iji  it,  as  hkewise  in  all  her  actions  and  comport- 
ments, wliich  sa\()ur  f:ir  more  of  a  man  than  of 
a  woman,  which  sex  she  resembles  in  nothing 
more  than  in  her  inconstancie,  for  in  truth  I 
conceive  her  to  bee  as  weary  of  her  new  reli- 
gion as  of  her  old  one,  as  is  plainly  seen  by 
her  postures,  gestures,  and  actions  at  Masse, 
before  which  I  think  she  ^vould  at  any  time 
preterre  a  gootl  Comedie,  and  a  handsome  wit- 
tie  Courtier  before  the  Devotest  Father.  The 
rarities  of  Lvons  are  not  manv  in  number,  but 
those  that  are  we  saw.  Me  went  to  the  lio^- 
j)ital  (call'tl  tie  la  Charite)  ;  it  is  one  of  the 
richest  in  all  IVance,  it  feeding  dailv  in  the 
liouse  above  a  1000  persons,  and  without  1j,01K) 
(besides  strangers),  to  whom  every  Sunday  are 
di>tributed  (iOOO  loaves,  which  come  to  ^(),00() 
j)ound  weight  of  bread.  The  granary  is  stored 
with  corne  ibr  many  ) cares.  Sir  I  told  you  in 
one  of  my  former  ol"  our  journey  to  the  Car- 
thusian Monasterie,  but  not  of  the  reasons  that 
moved  St.  Bruno  (a  Cicrman  by  nation)  to  re- 
tire himselt'  into  that  desart,  anil  tluic  to  con- 
>titute  this  orilei",  because  I  su{)po^e\ou  ha\  e 
read  it  elsewhere;  but  whatM)e\  er  his  reasons 
were,  sure  it  is  that  ti^  v^  stricktest  order  auKinf 
\  ui  .  ].  c 
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the  papists,  or  rather  imaginable,  for  what  can 
there  bee  more  strange  than  to  see  men  in  the 
flower  of  their  age  voluntarily  to  submit  them- 
selves to  that  kind  of  life  where  they  are  de- 
prived of  all  the  recreations  and  pleasures  this 
w^orld  affords  ;  for  women  are  not  permitted  to 
go  over  their  grounds,  much  lesse  to  enter  their 
Convent ;  never  eate  flesh,  (for  although  the 
eatino;  of  a  bit  of  flesh  would  save  their  lives 
yet  they  would  not  be  permitted  to  do  it,)  are 
the  most  part  of  their  days  and  nights  in  their 
church,  never  talke  together  but  on  Sundays 
and  Holidays,  and  then  noe  longer  than  while 
they  bee  at  dinner  (w''"  doth  not  laste  for  above 
an  houre),  and  enjoye  the  sight  of  nothing  but 
mountains  and  precipices,  w'"'  to  behold  strike 
devotion  into  a  man.  I  could  inform  you  of 
many  otlier  particularities,  in  regard  I  rose  in 
the  night  to  see  the  ceremonies  they  used  in 
the  church,  but  it  would  require  a  volume  :  In 
short,  I  think  they  take  more  paines  in  going 
to  Hell,  than  a  good  Christian  doth  in  going 
to  Hea^'en.  Wee  went  from  thence  to  Gre- 
noble, and  after  three  days'  journey  wee  arrived 
at  the  gates  of  Geneva,  where,  while  they  were 
asking  our  names,  country,  and  from  whence 
v> cc  came,  I  had  leasure  to  see  the  place  whcie 
the  Sa\ oyards  attempted  to  take  the  towne  l)y 
stratagciiic   in   the  }ear   MKH,    aiid   had   scal'd 
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the  wails ;  nevertliclesse  were  repulst  ^v^th  greui 
losse  and  shame.  In  tlie  Arsenal  they  keep  the 
Colours  that  were  taken  t'roni  tlie  Ennemie, 
scaling  huhlers  (made  after  such  a  manner  that 
they  were  carried  beliind  the  liorsi'men,  bein^; 
to  bee  taken  to  pieces,)  and  a  j)etard,  charged 
witli  the  same  ciiarge  t'was  tiien,  as  'rroj)hies 
ol'  tlie  X'icturie.  Soe  that  e\er  since  they  have 
kepi  very  strickt  watch,  and  let  noe  people 
come  in  without  knowing  wluj  they  are,  a  doe- 
ing  of  which  they  kee{)t  us  soe  long  that  I  had 
time  to  looke  upon  their  Armes,  with  their 
nu)tU),  wliicii  is  at  present  Post  tciwlfras  Iali  — 
betore  the  Reformation  it  was  Post  tcncbnis 
>/Jt  ro  Iaicoii.  Wee  had  no  sooner  entered  the 
towne  but  wee  espied  a  wooden  structure  verv 
offensive  to  the  eve,  and  hintlers  u  man  from  a 
view  of  the  houses  which  are  very  well  built 
for  the  most  part,  neverthelesse  tis  ver\  con- 
venient in  liot  and  rainev  weather.  (jene\a  is 
very  pleasantly  situated,  ha\ing  vineyaicls  and 
meadows  about  it,  and  a  verv  line  lake,  wherein 
aie  taken  the  best  trouts  that  can  bet,'  eattii, 
and  it's  re])orled  that  Monsters  have  bei'U  ,-t.'t!ie 
in  it  not  al)ove  water  but  under,  which  1  tir. . 
herird  olf  as  foHoweth  :  —  Wee  went  to  see  'A,v 
Lil)rai"ie,  (when'  there  is  a  Bible  written  in 
Fretieli  MM)  \  v  :ux's  au'oe,  witii  maiiv  other  r;>re 
Mannseiipt>,)  whicii  lookfth  uj)on  the  I.aki', 
tlu'    liottom    of    \vhirh    th(>    mariners    could    m  ^ 
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find  \vith  ^00  fathom  ;  tis  reported  that  not  far 
from  thence  a  boat  chanced  to  be  cast  away 
wherein  there  were  bells,  the  which  a  man  un- 
dertook to  recover  for  same  sum  of  money,  to 
which  place  being  gone  with  all  his  instruments 
and  devices,  but  he  had  not  been  very  long 
under  Avater,  but  he  pulled  a  cord  (which  was 
the  signal  when  they  should  pull  him  up),  and 
when  they  had  done  soe  he  told  them  (being 
all  frighted)  that  he  saw  the  bells,  but  such 
horrid  monsters  by  them  in  cavernes,  that  he 
thought  if  he  went  downe  againe  he  should 
never  come  up  again  :  which  happened  as  he 
had  said,  for  going  down  for  the  second  time 
the  cord  was  cut  in  two,  and  the  man  never 
heard  of  since.  I  tell  it  you  the  more  credi- 
bly, in  regard  tliat  the  jMinister  who  shewed 
us  the  College  and  Librarie  said  it  had  happened 
in  his  time.  Sir,  I  thought  to  have  given  you 
some  account  of  Augsburgh,  but  I  see  I  have 
husbanded  neither  time  nor  paper,  wherefore 
I  must  break  off  thus  abruptly.  In  my  nexte 
I  shall  not  faile  to  tell  you  sometliing  of  the 
place,  and  apologize  for  my  scribbling.  In  the

ment.  He  might  have  had  a  good  officer's 
place,  if  he  would  have  gone  with  those  forces

Spaniard :  but  his  wife  kept  him  from  accepting 
it :  &  I  think  he  would  not  willingly  leave  her 
for  any  such  designe. 

"  The  letter  you  sent  to  yo*"  uncle  John,  & 
that  w*^*"  accompanied  it  with  pictuies  for  me, 
have  not  bin  yet  received :  &  I  believe  never 
will  now :  for  it  is  6  weekes  since  that  wherein 
the  flea-chain,  and  y^  pictures  of  s*"  German 
beauties  were  enclosed  came  to  my  hands,  for 
which  I  do  again  give  you  my  very  humble 
thankes.  I  have  satisfyed  many  curious  eyes 
with  them  already ;  &  had  I  a  few  more  such 
rarities  my  chamber  would  be  resorted  to  like 
John  Tredescant's.  The  truth  is  I  have  an 
ambition  to  obtain  your  two  pictures  in  one 
way  or  other,  w'^"  Tho.  Gregory  puts  me  in 
hopes  I  shall.  However,  I  shall  treasure  up  y^ 
letters  (those  pictures  of  y"'  better  part)  &  there- 
with entertain  myself  &  others,  till  you  appear 
in  person  to  answer  y^  expectation  that  is  rais'd 
of  you.  But  give  me  leave  to  reinforce  my 
former  petition,  viz.  that  you  would  please  to 
gratify  me  with  some  account  of  what  you  do 
in  order  to  yo^  keeping  or  encreasing  yo^  know- 
ledge in  y*"  Latino  tongue,  (w'"  I  beleeve  you 
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rind  y*  benefit  of  every  day  more  .s:  more,)  as

Mr.  Russell  spent  the  winter  of  1658  at  Paris  ; 
and  it  appears  by  a  letter  to  his  cousin  Mr. 
Henry  Capel,  of  too  little  consequence  to  merit 
insertion  here,  that  he  did  not  escape  the  affect- 
ation com.mon  to  young  travellers,  of  using 
French  phrases  and  words  for  things  which  may 
be  as  well  expressed  in  English. 

More  serious  thoughts  were  awakened  by  a 
severe  illness  which  was  the  occasion  of  his 
writing  in  the  following  terms  to  Mr.  Thornton. 
*'  I  am  recovered  of  an  unruly  sickness,  which 
brought  me  so  low  that  I  was  just  at  death's 
door :  my  prayers  to  God  are  to  give  me  toge- 
ther with  my  health,  grace  to  employ  it  in  his 
service,  and  to  make  good  use  of  this  his  visit- 
ation by  the  serious  application  of  it.'* 

These  reflections  are  a  proof  of  a  religious 
disposition.  But  it  was  not  till  after  his  mar- 
riage that  he  applied  himself  with  earnestness 
both  in  meditation  and  action  to  fulfil  the  duties 
of  a  Christian. 

The  following  letter  to  his  brother  explains 
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how  he  was  cm})l()yecl  in  the  year  lGo9,  and  is 
A  proof  of  liis  coiisitk  ration  for  those  who  hatl 
been  attaclietl  to  iiis  person. 

"  Most  Deare  Brother, 
'•  When  1  left  you  at  Angsburn;  out  of  vex- 
ation to  stay  there  soe  lo'i^; ;  I  thoui^ht  ^ood  to 
leave  you  the  letter  you  ti  d  here,  to  bee  ^iven 
you  in  ease  1  should  nuseaJiy,  tor  to  make  my- 
self known  not  to  be  unirrateful.  I  was  moved 
to't,  because  I  inteniled  as  tiien  to  have  made 
a  far  longer  journey  I'rom  you  then  I  ilid,  as  it 
iell  out  ;  tor  having  heard  that  there  were 
Commanilcrs  ot  Consideration  ot'  tiie  King  of 
Sweilen's  at  l.'lm,  a  leaging  men,  1  tliought  I 
might  ha\e  had  a  tine  occasion  by  their  meancs 
to  make  a  voiage  unto  that  armie,  and  after- 
wards give  an  account  of  it  to  mv  lord  (who  as 
1  thought  would  not  have  been  nuich  agamst  it 
when  'twas  done),  excusing  it  upon  a  tlistaste 
of  Mr.  Ilainkoler's  ])roceedings,  and  my  in- 
clination to  the  warres.  But  my  ilesigne  suc- 
ceeiled  (juite  otherwise:  for  when  I  came  to 
Clm,  instead  of  tiuchng  the  King  ot"  Sweilcn's 
officers,  1  ibuml  none  but  the  Km|)cr()ur's, 
wherelore  it  pleased  Goil  to  make  mc  take  the 
resolution  of  staying  there  for  your  comeing  till 
mdede  you  came,   wliich    I   was   easily  induced 
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to  by  the  tender  love  I  bore  you,  which  by  the 
way  let  me  assure  you  is  still  the  same.  The 
reason  of  my  writing  this  for  you  at  present  is 
to  let  you  know,  that  now  since  my  coming 
over  out  of  France  I  have  opened  and  viewed 
these  two  letters,  and  altered  them  in  some 
places  as  I  have  thought  fit ;  and  havdng  re- 
duced the  quantitie  of  what  I  desire  should  be 
givin  to  801.  sterling  a  year,  the  wliich  summe 
I  desire  you,  and  moreover  conjure  you  by  the 
love  that  has  ever  bin  between  us,  to  see  duely 
paid  every  year  to  Mr.  John  Thornton  our  tutor, 
and  Fox  Gregory  our  servant,  during  their 
lives  according  as  I  have  divided  it  between 
them.  Written  by  mee,  your  most  loving  and 
affectionate  Brother,

Upon  the  Restoration  he  was  elected  member 
of  parliament  for  Tavistock.  But  the  Court, 
which  was  then  the  scene  of  magnificence  and 
gaiety,  seems  to  have  attracted  his  first  atten- 
tion, and,  according  to  Bishop  Burnet,  drew 
him  into  some  irregularities.     Thus   entangled 
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in  a  Court  life,  he  appears,  by  tlie  two  lollow- 
ing  letters  to  his  father,  to  iiave  been  engaged 
in  duels,  the  eonnnon  practice  ot"  the  age.  As 
a  mark  of  resi)ect,  these  letters  are  sealed  in  the 
old  fashion  with  silk-thread  as  well  as  sealing- 
wax.

My  Lord,  in  case  I  miscarry  (for  with- 
out it  I  suppose  this  will  not  come  to  your 
hands),  let  me  beg  it  of  you  to  remember  mee 
in  the  persons  of  those  who  have  served  me 
well.  Pray  let  not  my  friend  Taaffe  suffer  for 
his  generous  readinesse  to  serve  mee,  not  onl) 
on  this  occasion  but  in  severall  other  wherein  he 
has  shewed  himselfe  a  very  generous  and  kind 
frind  to  mee,  therefore  pray  bring  him  off  cleare, 
and  let  him  not  suffer  for  my  sake.

A  letter  of  Mr.  Edward  Russell,  WTitten 
about  this  time,  mentions  his  brother's  recovery

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Earl  of  Soiitlianipton,  and  widow  of  Lord 
Vaughan,  the  eldest  son  of  Lord  Carberry. 
Two  letters,  however,  written  before  their  mar- 
riage, are  preserved,  in  which  he  expresses  his 
gratitude  and  attachment. 

They  were  married  in  1669.  To  the  influence 
of  tliis  excellent  woman  we  must  attribute  not 
only  the  h?ipy)iness,  but  many  of  the  most 
adraiia])le  qualities  of  Lord  Eiissell.  But  I  will 
not  here  attempt  to  paint  her  character.  It  may 
be  known  at  once  from  the  following  letter.

'\\)  take  mv>elt'  oil",  and  altei'  t!;e  .subjeet,  I  will 
ti'll  \()ii  tlie  ui'wes  came  on  Suudav   night,"    iS:e. 
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The  rest  of  the  letter  contains  court  and 
family  news.  Enough  has  been  quoted  to  show 
that  this  excellent  woman  enjoyed  the  most 
perfect  happiness  with  her  husband.  And  as, 
according  to  Sir  W.  Temple,  he  was  without 
tricks  or  private  ambition,  he  was  not  likely 
to  forego  the  tranquil  enjoyment  of  his  home 
for  the  bustle  of  public  life,  where  (in  the  most 
favourable  view  of  it)  pleasure  is  not  so  un- 
mixed, nor  duty  so  obvious.  Hitherto  he  had 
been  a  silent  member  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
though  he  had  sate  there  for  more  than  twelve 
years  ;  and  in  all  probability  he  would  have  con- 
tinued tlu'ough  life  an  inactive  representative, 
had  not  extraordinary  events  called  forth  the 
native  energy  of  liis  character,  never  after- 
wards to  sleep  but  on  the  scaffold.  A  view  of 
the  period  when  he  iirst  came  forward  in  public 
will,  I  hope,  satisfy  the  reader  tliat  no  man 
could  any  longer  keep  aloof  who  valued  tlie 
independence,  the  freedom,  and  the  religion  of 
England.

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his  insincerity  prevented  any  hope  of  peace. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  army  which  the  people 
had  been  obliged  to  raise  in  defence  of  justice 
and  freedom,  finally  overturned  both  by  aiding 
the  expulsion  of  the  parliament,  tiie  execution 
of  the  king,  and  the  elevation  of  Cromwell. 
But  an  authority  so  irregular  could  not  long 
maintain  itself  in  England,  and  the  Protector 
w^as  no  sooner  dead  than  the  people  openly 
showed  their  longing  for  the  restoration  of  the 
ancient  constitution.  The  artifices  of  Monk, 
and  their  own  tumultuous  joy,  unfortunately 
hindered  the  nation  from  listening  to  those 
who  advised  them  to  secure  the  rights  for  which 
so  much  blood  had  been  shed.  The  calamities 
of  civil  war  w'ere  mingled  in  their  minds  with 
constitutional  privileges. 

In  this  temper  the  people  willingly  obeyed 
the  voice  of  the  royalists,  and  eclioed  the  |)re" 
judices  to  which,  twenty  years  before,  they  had 
refused  a  hearing.  And  though  the  king  and 
his  minister  did  not  entij-ely  abstain  fi'om  acts 
of  vengeance,  no  sympathy  could  be  excited 
in  favour  of  tliose  who  were  looked  upon  as 
the  authors  of  the  late  troubles.  Yet  in  the 
joy  of  new^  power,  the  professions  of  the  sove- 
reign were  plausible  and  constitutional.  "  I 
shall  not  propose  to  myself,"  he  said,  •'  any 
one  rule  m  my  actions  and  counselis.    than  this.

During  the  latter 
part  of  his  life,  he  lived  with  women  rather  to 
indulge  indolence  than  to  gratify  desire.  His 
brother  the  Duke  of  York,  and  his  son  tlie 
Duke  of  Monmouth,  had  equal  reason  to  be 
grateful  for  liis  indulgence.  Thougli  the  one 
was  tiie  cause  of  all  Ids  troubk3S,  and  the  other 
helped  to  foment  them,  his  behaviour  was  in 
almost  every  instance  kind  and  affectionate. 

But  the  cares  and  duties  of  a  throne  were 
fitted  to  expose  the  defects  of  Charles  in  the 
most  glaring  light.  It  was  evident,  that  he  was 
indolent,  mean,  false,  unprincipled,  and  selfish. 
The  most  important  affairs  could  not  make  hiin 
active  ;  the  most  solemn  engagements,  true  ;  the 
most  shameful  p]-o])osaJs  could  not  rouse  his  pride, 
nor  the  affection  of  a  great  j)eople  induce  him  to 
sacrifice  the  least  and  lowest  of  his  pleasures. 
lie  wasted  a  caj)acity  for  which  tlie  mighty 
cares  of  government  afi'orded  am])le  scope  in  the

Various  relations  have  been  given  of  the  con- 
version of  the  Duke  of  York,     lie  tells  us  him- 
self, that  he  was  converted  by  reading  Hooker's 
Ecclesiastical  Policy,  t     But,   in  fact,   he  could 
not  fail  to  perceive  that  the  Protestant  religion 
was  closely  connected  with  freedom  of  opinion 
on  other  subjects,  and  that  tlie  Reformation  was 
an  example  of  resistance  to  ancient  authority. 
Hence  his  preference  of  the   Roman  Catholic 
faith.     Passive  obedience  was,   in   his  opinion, 
the  simple  and  sole  duty  of  a  subject  to  a  sove- 
reign.      Such   a  political  doctrine  was    t]ie    fit 
counterpart  of  a  rehgious  creed  whicii  acknow- 
ledged the  infallibilitv  of  a  li\ing  luacL      His 
opinions,   formed  from    books,   were   confirmed 
by  experience.       He  observed,  when  at  Paris, 
that  the  Englisli  Catholics  were  generally  roya- 
lists,   whilst    tlie    Protestants    were    friends    of 
Cromwell.

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The  court  of  Charles  II,  carried  the  dissolu- 
tion of  morals  to  the  greatest  pitch.  And  the 
stage,  at  that  time,  united  the  profligacy  of 
French,  with  the  coarseness  of  English  manners. 
The  king  lived  to  practise,  and  was  forward  to 
encourage,  the  most  unbounded  licence  in  con- 
versation as  well  as  in  conduct.  The  loosest 
jests  and  the  most  indecent  words  were  admit- 
ted into  polished  societ}",  and  even  disgraced 
the  literature  of  the  day.  Nor  was  it  found 
possible  to  import  the  gallantry  and  dissipation 
of  other  climates  without  some  mixtiu'e  of  the 
darker  vices.  Sir  John  Denham  and  Lord 
Chesterfield  have  both  been  accused  of  murder- 
ing their  wives  by  poison,  and  the  latter  is  said 
to  have  added  deeper  horror  to  liis  crime  by 
administering  deatJi  in  the  cup  of  the  conmm- 
nion.  These  stories,  whether  true  or  false,  could 
only  ha\'e  found  belief  in  a  ])rofligate  age.  It 
seemed  as  if  tlie  domestic  cliaracter  of  the 
nation  was  about  to  luidergo  an  aUymiiig  change. 
But  the  mass  of  tlie  English  gentry  did  not 
follow  the  example  of  tlieir  sovereign  ;  and  he 
who  examined  beneath  the  surface  would 
have  found  the  soil  ricli  in  honour  and  virtue. 
Ti»e  same  age  wliich  ])roduced  the  poetry  of 
Rochester,  and  tlie  plays  of  Dryden,  gave  birth 
to  the  writings  of  South,  Tayloi-,  and  Barrow.

Sir  Harry  Bennet,  afterwards  Lord  Arlington, 
was  a  man  of  no  great  capacity,  but  extremely 
well  fitted  to  his  situation.  He  had  great  skill 
in  foreign  languages,  joined  with  many  accom- 
plishments, and  did  not  think  any  art  beneath 
him  which  might  ser\e  to  raise  his  fortunes. 
During  a  mission  in  Spain,  he  had  corresponded 
with  the  king  by  means  of  a  gentleman  of  the 
bed-chamber,  without  the  kiiowledge  of  the 
Chancellor  or  the  other  ministers.  Alter  this, 
he  became  the  decided  enemy  of  Lord  Claren- 
don, and  did  his  utmost  to  stimulate  the  king 
against  him.  When  lie  obtained  power,  he  en- 
deavoured to  retain  it  by  flattering  the  king's 
taste.  He  in\'itcd  Lou'se  de  La  Querouaille  to 
his  house  at  Euston,  where,  it  is  said,  the  King 
first  enjoyed  her  favours  *  ;  and  he  aflerw^ards 
married  his  daughter,  when  only  five  years  old, 
to  the  Duke  of  Grafton,  the  Kiiig's  natural 
son  by  another  of  his  mistresses. 

Arlington  was  secretly  a  Catholic,  but  having 
obser\'ed  the  antipatliy  of  the  people  to  persons 
of  tliat  religion,  he  became  their  decided  enemy, 
and  was  an  object  of  their  jealousy  and  hatred. 
Clarendon  says,  that  of  the  affairs  of  England

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scandalous  expedient,  the  shutting  up  of  the 
Exchequer.  *  He  espoused,  without  measure 
or  moderation,  the  interests  of  the  Duke  of 
York,  and  his  imprudence,  in  this  respect,  be- 
came the  cause  of  his  disgrace,  and  soon  after, 
of  his  death. 

Lauderdale  was  a  man  formed  to  be  tlie 
minister  of  an  unprincipled  king.  His  know- 
ledge of  Scotland,  and  his  own  inclinations,  led 
him  at  first  to  favour  the  Presbyterians  ;  but 
findino;  that  court-favour  was  to  be  gained  bv  an 
opposite  conduct,  he  did  not  hesitate  to  execute 
a  most  bloody  persecution  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
troducing and  establishing  Episcopacy. 

These  ministers,  together  with  Lord  Ashley, 
afterwards  Lord  Shaftesbury,  formed  the  council, 
*'  to  all  succeeding  ages  curst,"  under  the  name 
of  the  Cabal,  which  comprehends  the  initial  let- 
ters of  their  names. 

Their  power,  however,  was  not  yet  firmly 
established,  and  the  king  had  not  yet  finally  re- 
solved to  govern  in  direct  opposition  to  tlie 
wishes  of  the  nation.

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After  the  treaty  was  made,  he  feigned  so  manv 
scruples,  and  invented  so  many  pretexts  for  de- 
laying his  public  conversion,  that  Lewis  soon 
perceived  his  insincerity,  and  ceased  to  require 
it.  His  motives  for  entering  into  the  treaty  are 
thus  explained  b}^  Colbert  de  Croissy,  who  signed 
it :  —  "  Charles,"  he  writes,  "  said  that  he  would 
still  augment  his  regiments  under  the  most 
specious  pretexts  he  could  devise.  He  told  me 
he  was  pressed  both  by  his  conscience  and  the 
confusion  he  saw  daily  increasing  in  his  kingdom, 
to  the  diminution  of  his  autliority,  to  declare 
himself  a  Catholic  ;  and  besides  the  spiritual  ad- 
vantage he  should  draw  from  it,  he  believed  it 
to  be  the  only  means  of  re-establishing  the 
monarchy."  '* 

The  Duke  of  York,  though  much  more  earnest 
in  his  religion,  seems  also  to  have  been  chiefly 
intent  on  changing  the  form  of  government. 
He  told  the  French  ambassador  that  he  believed 
a  khig  and  parliament  could  exist  no  longer 
together  ;  and  that  tliey  ought  not  to  have  re- 
course to  tiie  latter,  till  the  war  and  tlic  Catholic 
faith  had  come  to  an  hapj)y  issue,  when  they 
sliould  be  in  a  condition  to  obtain  by  force  wliat

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the  darling  object  of  Lewis  XIV.  to  crush  his 
repubhcaii  neighbour,  lie  confessed  to  some  of 
the  most  ultimate  of  liis  courtiers,  that  lie  liad 
been  anxious  and  uneasy  on  this  subject  for 
three  years,  and  that  he  had  made  tlie  most  ad- 
vantageous offers  to  tlie  King  of  Spain  and  the 
Elector  of  Brandenburg  to  obtain  no  more  than 
their  neutrality  in  this  war.  *  But  both  those 
sovereigns  seem  to  liave  considered  tlie  inde- 
pendence of  Holland  essential  to  the  satety  of 
Europe.  Even  Charles  had  endeavoured  to  de- 
lay tlie  war  with  Holland  till  the  internal  affairs 
of  England  were  settled.  It  was  chiefly  in  order 
to  obtain  the  priority  for  the  war,  that  Lewis  had 
sent  the  Ducliess  of  Orleans  to  Dover,  accom- 
panied by  Louise  de  la  Querouaille,  whose 
charms  wei'e  successful  in  captivating  the  King. 
Yet  in  the  autumn  of  this  year  he  still  hesi- 
tated, t 

In  tlie  mean  time,  other  intrigues  had  been 
pursued  by  the  ministers  of  tlie  two  courts. 
Buckingliam,  aware  of  the  inclinations  of  his 
master,  but  iuiiorant  of  the  secret  treatv  which 
had  been  concluded,  entered  into  a  negociation 


and  the  plan  of  subjcctiiig  Genoa  to  Savoy  hai^  been  reserved 
for  later  times.

and  the  means  they  were  to  employ  impolitic 
and  imprudent.  After  the  publication  of  his 
history,  howexer,  he  discovered  tromDalrymple's 
papers,  that  only  two  of  the  five  counsellors  who 
formed  the  Cabal,  Arlington  and  C'liflbrd,  were 
admitted  into  the  secret  of  the  King's  engage- 
ments. And  this  confidence  was  placed  in 
them,  together  with  Lord  Arundel  and  Sir 
Richard  Bealing,  because  they  were  Roman 
Catholics.  We  might  have  expected  that  Mr. 
Hume  would  then  have  altered  his  view  of  this 
period,  and  described  the  scheme  of  establishing 
arbitrary  power  as  a  tlesign  of  the  King,  confided 
to  his  popisli  counsellors.  But  instead  of  this, 
he  merely  inserts  the  correction  in  a  note,  'and 
endeavours  to  reconcih;  it  with  tlie  text  by  say- 
ing, that  in  the  sham  treaty  there  was  \  irtually 
involved  the  assuming  absolute  power  in  Eng- 
land ;  for  tlie  support  of  French  troops,  and  a 
war  with  Holland,  could  mean  nothing  else, 
l^he  support  of  French  troo})s  was  not,  I  be- 
lieve, stipulated  in  the  sjiam  treaty ;  and  a  war 
with  Holland  surely  does  not  necessarily  imply 
absolute  power  in  England. 

Sir  John  Dalrymple,  with  a  moj-e  complete 
knowledge  of  the  fact,  has  more  deeply  en- 
tangled himself  in  error.  He  tells  us,  "  All 
parties  in  Englantl  concuned  in  condemning

For  some  time,  Charles  seems  to  have  been 
successful  in  deceiving  his  parliament  as  to  his 
real  intentions.  He  had  obtained  from  them 
a  subsidy,  luider  the  pretence  of  supj)orting  the 
triple  alliance  which  was  used  to  crush  one  of 
its  members.  He  was  thanked  for  allowing

In  any 
of  the  continental  monarchies,  a  design  on  the 
part  of  the  king  to  alter  the  religion  and  the 
laws  of  the  kingdom  would  have  been  met  either 
■with  passive  submission,  insurrection,  or  assas- 
sination. For  in  those  countries,  men  who  did 
not  dare  to  speak  the  truth  to  their  sovereign, 
w^ere  not  afraid  to  take  up  arms  against  him. 
But  in  England  the  natural  and  constitutional 
method  of  resisting  public  measures  hurtful  to 
the  liberty  or  welfare  of  tlie  people,  is  by  a 
parliamentary  opposition.  This  was  the  only 
course  which  Lord  llussell  and  his  friends  ever 
thought  of  ado])ting;  and  they  ditl  it  under 
circumstances  extremely  discouraging,  for  they 
could  expect  little  su])})()rt  in  a  ])arliament 
ciiosen  in  the  heat  of  tlie  Jiestoration,  antl  still 
less  assiwStance  from  a  press  restrained  by  the  curb 
of  a  licence  Act.

and  sensibJe,  not  swayed  either  by  ambition  or 
animorsity.  Col.  Birch  sj)okc  with  force  and 
vehenumce,  and  was  an  excellent  debater  for  a 
popular  assembly,  though  his  language  retained 
somewhat  of  the  rougimess  of  his  early  habits. 
Before  the  civil  war  he  had  been  a  carrier. 
Povvle  was  very  learned  in  parliamentary  forms, 
and  Littleton  had,  more  than  any  other  person 
of  [lis  time,  that  connnand  of  historical  know- 
ledge, and  that  skill  in  argument,  which  ai"e 
necessary  to  form  an  able  speaker  of  the  present 
day. 

The  Opposition  at  first  proceeded  in  a  very 
cautious  manner.  They  agreed  to  vote  a  sub- 
sidy of  GOO,OOOL  for  eighteen  months,  w'hicli 
was  increased  to  1,200,0001.  by  the  treachery  of 
Lee  and  Garrov/ay,  tw^o  of  their  party.  *  And 
when  at  the  end  of  the  session  a  petition  of 
grievances  was  moved,  it  touched  only  on  some 
u'regular  taxation,  and  some  abuses  in  tlie  con- 
duct of  the  army,  without  mentioning  the  war, 
the  ministry,  or  the  shutting  up  of  the  Exche- 
quer. The  opposition  reaped  tlie  benciit  of 
their  moderation.

it  appears  tliat  he  complained  of  the  shuttinp;

Smyrna  fleet.  He  accused  the  ministers  of  re- 
ceiving pensions  from  France,  but  declared  that 
lie  wished  not  their  ruin  but  oiu'  security.  The 
Cojnmons  next  resumed  the  affairs  of  the  Duke 
of  Lauderdale  ;  and  it  having  been  attested  by 
four  members  that  he  had  declared  that  the 
King's  edicts  were  equal  with  the  laws,  and 
ought  to  be  obeyed  in  the  the  first  place,  an 
address  was  carried  to  remove  him  from  His 
Majesty's  presence  and  counsels  i'or  ever.  After 
a  long  debate,  in  which  Lord  Russell  took  a 
pait,  a  similar  address  w^as  voted  against  the 
Duke  of  Buckingham,  who  had  proposed  the 
j^econd  alliance  with  France,  and  had  obtained 
a  pension  from  FVance  for  the  Countess  ot 
Shrewsbury.  On  this  occasion  the  Duke  made 
two  s})eeches  in  the  ('ommons,  one  of  which 
he  concluded  with  these  words  :  "  If  I  am  a 
gi'ievance,  i  am  the  cheapest  grievance  the 
Commons  ever  luul."  Li  the  course  of  his 
examination,  IJuckingham  accused  Lord  Ar-

A  .--ntlicieiit  pi^ool,  it"  any 
uere    wanting-,    tiiat    iiidL!,e>    di'[)endeiit    on    the 
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Crown  for  their  continuance  in  office  were 
always  ready  to  pervert  the  law.  The  ground 
upon  whicli  this  decision  rested,  however,  was 
felt  to  be  so  unsafe  that  the  proclamation  was 
soon  recalled.  *  And  it  v/as  soon  perceived, 
that  though  a  free  utterance  was  denied,  the 
opinions  of  a  people  so  bold  and  generous  as 
the  English  could  not  fail  to  reach  the  ears  of 
government,  however  deaf,  and  to  influence 
the  decisions  of  the  House  of  Commons,  how- 
ever subservient.  The  Parliament  reflised  sup- 
plies :  the  French  King  likewise  declined  to 
advance  a  million  of  livres  extraordinary,  ibr 
wliicli  Charles  liad  asked :  Spain  threatened  to 
declare  war ;  and  an  overture  from  Holland 
deprived  llie  King  of  any  further  pretence  for 
hostility.  Ujukr  these  circumstances  he  yield- 
ed lo  necessity,  and  graciously  asked  the  advice 
of  the  House  of  Connnons  upon  the  expediency 
of  )iiakij]g  peace.  They  voted  an  address  im- 
mcdialel}  afterwards,  requesting  that  all  troops 
raised  since  January  1st,  1{)G3,  might  be  dis- 
banded. V\'ith  this  desire  the  King  complied  ; 
and  as  soon  i;s  the  peace  was  cojieluded,  he 
prorogued  the  JVrliament.

credit  to  the  embassy.  On  his  arrival  at  court, 
he  had  a  private  audience  with  Charles,  in  which 
he  endeavoured  to  convince  him,  that  it  would 
be  impossible  to  assimilate  the  government  of 
England  to  that  of  France;  and  after  various 
arguments,  drawn  from  the  situation  of  the  two 
countries,  he  attempted  to  reconcile  him  to  a 
limited  authority  by  the  saying  of  Gour\ille,  a 
Frenchman,  much  esteemed  by  the  King,  that 
a  king  of  England  who  would  be  the  man  of 
liis  people  would  be  the  greatest  monarch  in 
Europe  :  but  if  he  tiied  to  be  more  lie  would 
be  nothing.  Charles,  who  had  lieard  him  with 
some  impatience  at  first,  seeing  it  was  necessary 
to  dissemble,  pressed  his  hand  and  said,  *'  And 
1  will  be  the  man  of  my  people."  *  He  soon 
afterwards  connected  himself  more  closely  with 
France,  and  betrayed  to  her  ambassador  all  the 
information  he  received  from  Temple,  t 
April,  '^^^^  chief  business  upon  the  meeting  of 
i(;75.

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A  bilJ  ior  v  oiding  the  election  of  members  of 
parliament  who  accept  offices,  was  at  this  time 
brought  into  the  Commons,  but  was  rejected. 
A  bill  for  making  it  treason  to  levy  money  with- 
out consent  of  Parliament,  and  another  to 
secure  the  personal  liberty  of  the  subject,  were 
also  introduced.  But  the  grand  aftair  of  this 
session  was  the  non-resisting  Test  Bill,  which, 
although  it  was  never  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons, yet  being  of  paramount  importance,  de- 
serves some  notice  in  this  work.  It  may  serve 
as  an  excuse  for  the  insertion  that  Lord  Bed- 
ford was  "  so  brave  in  it,  that  lie  joined  in  tlu'ee 
of  the  protests."  *  It  is  also  worth  reUiting,  as 
a  specimen  of  the  manner  in  which  a  bill,  un- 
favourable to  liberty,  is  resisted  in  its  })rogress 
through  an  English  House  of  Parliament.  Ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Locke,  who  published  under  the 
direction  of  Lord  Shaftesbury  the  history  of 
these  debates,  the  Church  and  Caxalier  party 
were  determined,  this  session,  to  carry  a  law 
which  should  })lace  their  adversaries  at  tlieir 
feet,  "  and  as  the  topstone  of  the  whole  f  ibric," 
he  says,  "  a  pretence  shall  be  taken  from  the

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The  Lords  in  opposition  allowed  the  bill  to 
be  read  a  second  time,  but  when  it  was  to  be 
committed,  they  raised  a  debate  which  lasted 
five  days ;  and  in  the  course  of  this  time  they 
signed  two  protests. 

When  the  bill  came  into  a  committee,  every 
part  of  the  proposed  engagement  was  opposed. 
It  was /divided  logically  into  a  declaration,  and 
an  oath,  or  the  declaratory  and  promissory  parts. 
Of  the  declaration,  it  was  said  that  it  was  an 
idle  question  at  best  to  ask  if  arms  can  in  any 
case  be  taken  up  against  a  lawful  prince,  be- 
cause it  necessarily  raises  a  (piestion  ii\  every 
man's  mind  ;  how  there  can  then  be  a  distinction 
left  between  absolute  and  bounded  monarchies, 
if  limited  kings  have  only  the  fear  of  God  and 
no  fear  of  human  resistance  to  restrain  them  ? 
To  the  next  clause,  namely,  "  I  do  abhor  that 
traitorous  position  of  taking  arms  by  his  autho- 
rity against  his  person,"  it  was  objected,  that  it 
could  only  be  intended  to  revive  old  jealousies, 
and  repeal  the  Act  of  Oblivion  ;  for,  exce])ting 
the  case  of  the  Long  Parliament,  those  who  had 
used  the  King's  nan.c  against  liis  j)erson,  had 
generally  been  his  friends,  as  in  tlie  reign  of 
Henry  the  Sixth,  And  the  old  Lishop  of  Win- 
chester replying,  "  that  to  take  arms  in  sucli 
cases  was  not  against,  but  for  the  person  of  the

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j)r{)viso.  Init  upon  a  remark  of  the  Earl  of 
lioliiigbroke,  that  though  the  freedom  of  debate 
Vv'as  preserved,  members  of  parhament  were  by 
this  oath  prohibited,  by  speech  or  writing  out 
of  parhament,  from  endeavouring  any  alteration 
or  amendment  of  the  laws,  the  ministers  told 
tlie  committee,  in  plain  terms,  that  they  in- 
tended and  designed  to  prevent  caballing  and 
conspiracies  against  the  government.  The  mem- 
bers of  parliament  who  refused  to  take  the  oatli, 
were  made  liable  to  a  })enalty  of  5001. 

After  seventeen  days'  debate,  the  bill  passed 
the  House  of  Lords.  The  most  pressing  ob- 
jection to  it,  during  all  this  discussion,  wax; 
offered  by  Lord  Halifax,  who  said,  tliat  as  no 
man  would  ever  sleej)  with  open  doors,  though 
all  the  town  should  be  sworn  not  to  rob,  so  the 
state  gained  no  security  by  oaths ;  and  their 
only  effect  was,  to  disturb  or  exclude  some 
honest,  conscientious  men,  who  would  never 
have  })rejudiced  the  government.  To  consider 
for  a  moment  the  terms  of  tliis  biil,  it  seems  to 
have  been  one  of  tlie  wildest  projects  ever 
set  on  foot  by  an  encroaching  power.  That 
a  king  should  at  any  time  violate  the  per- 
sonal liberty  of  his  subjects,  and  make  himself 
odious  by  acts  of  violence,  shows  in  him  a  want 
of  true  wisdom  as  well  as  of  Innnanity.  But 
that  Charles  should  have  submitted  to  the  choice

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of  the  Non-resisting  Test  Bill.  On  June  the 
9th,  the  King  was  obliged  to  prorogue  the  Par- 
liament. Another  session  took  place  in  the 
winter,  but  soon  came  to  an  end,  in  conse- 
quence of  a  renewal  of  the  dispute  between  the 
two  Houses.  The  sum  of  300,0001.  was  granted, 
but  appropriated  very  strictly  to  the  building  of 
ships  J  being  one  of  the  earliest  instances  in 
our  history,  of  a  regular  appropriation  of  money 
voted  by  the  Commons.  The  most  remarkable 
motion  of  the  session,  was  one  made  in  the 
House  of  Lords,  for  an  address  to  the  King  to 
dissolve  Parliament.  The  Duke  of  York,  and 
a  majority  of  the  temporal  peers,  were  for  it ; 
but  the  question  was  decided  in  the  negative, 
by  the  Bench  of  Bishops  voting  against  *  it. 
From  this  time  the  Country  party,  as  well  as 
many  good  patriots  unconnected  with  tliem, 
seem  to  have  wished  for  a  dissolution.  The 
House  of  Commons  had  now  sate  fourteen  years, 
and  during  that  time,  had  been  modelled,  in  a 
manner  before  unknown,  to  tlie  purposes  of  the 
Court.  Not  less  than  a  third  of  tiie  members 
were  placemen  or  pensioners,  t  Lord  Clifford 
had  introduced  t,  or   more  probably   extended.

Onier.  The  alarm  excited  bv  tliis  intel]i2:ence 
produced  an  address  for  the  preservation  of 
Flanders.  The  King  replied  in  general  terms, 
that  the  ])reservaLion  of  Flanders  was  of  great 
consequence,  and  that  he  would  employ  all  the 
means  in  his  }}Ov/er  for  the  security  of  liis  king- 
dom. Upon  this,  tlie  Conmions  sent  up  a 
second  address,  in  which  they  assured  His 
I^laiesty  they  would  support  iiim  in  a  war  with 
France,   should  he  be  obliged  to  undertake  it. 

Charles  had  novv^  an  excellent  opportunity  of 
reconciling  himself  to  his  parliament,  and  in- 
creasing his  own  })ow'er.  But  his  secret  inclin- 
ations for  France  ])revented  his  taking  advantage 
of  it,  and  he  coldly  answered,  twelve  days  after 
he  received  the  address,  that  he  nmst  have 
money  to  enable  him  to  put  the  kingdom  in  a 
state  of  defence.

he  spoke  always  in  general  terms,  at  length 
requested  him  to  make  an  alliance,  offensive 
and  defensive,  with  Holland,  for  the  preserv- 
ation of  the  Netherlands  :  but  Charles  gave  a 
very  angry  answer ;  declared  their  address  to 
be  an  interference  with  his  prerogative  of 
making  peace  and  war  ;  and  put  an  end  to  the 
session. 

Those  who  w'atched  with  jealousy  the  be- 
haviour of  the  King,  might  easily  perceive  that 
he  was  still  in  his  heart  attached  to  France. 
He  had  entered  into  the  wars  against  Holland 
without  any  assurance  of  support  from  his  Par- 
liament, and  he  had  much  more  reason  to 
expect  it  in  a  v/ar  undertaken  entirely  in  com- 
pliance with  the  inclinations  of  his  people.  As 
for  the  charge  against  the  Commons,  of  invad- 
ing the  prerogative,  it  w^as  utterly  groundless. 
They  had  not  declared  war,  or  put  any  force 
upon  the  King  to  oblige  him  to  do  it :  they  had 
only  given  their  advice  ;  and  to  refuse  them  this 
power,  w  ere  to  deny  to  the  great  council  that 
right  which  is  the  basis  of  our  free  government. 

This  doctrine  has  scarcely  been  called  in 
question  in  later  times  ;  and  it  seems  to  be  al- 
lowed that  the  Commons  may  freely  offer  their 
ad\ice  upon  the  exercise  of  any  part  of  the 
prerogative.

as  to   need   such  assistance.      The   first  motion 
April,     ^^'^^^  now  made  by  the  Prince  himself

upon entrusted  his  wife  with   a  ver])al   message 
to  Lord   Dauby.     The   marriage  was   not   pro- 
posed to  the  King   till  two  months  after,   and 
the    Prince   did  not   come   to   England  till   the 
end   of    Se])tember.  f       Even  at  this   time  the 
King    contimied    his    secret    transactions    witli 
France,      In  August  he  had  concluded  a  treaty, 
by   which   two    millions   of    h\'res   were    to    be 
paid  him ;     and,   at    the   very   moment    of    the 
Prince's  arrival,    he  wrote   orders   to  Montague.

Temple 
agreed  that  he  would  do  very  well.  Notwith- 
standing this  appearance  of  asking  advice,  hovv- 
ever,  the  appointment  had  been  settled  that 
morning  with  the  Duke  of  York,  and  the  in- 
structions were  of  a  natiu'e  that  would  hardly 
have  pleased  Sir  William  Temple.  Lord  Duras 
was  ordered  to  offer  the  terms  which  had  been 
concerted  with  tlie  Prince  of  Orange,  and  to 
assure  Lewis,  that  without  them  the  Prince  tlid 
not  conceive  Flanders  could  be  left  in  ariv 
possibility  of  defence  :  —  that  Lewis,  having 
always  professed  that  lie  did  not  mean  to  con- 
quer Flanders,  and  Charles  having  told  h\<

till  April.  At  the  same  time,  he  sent  Mr.  Mon- 
tague, who  had  lately  come  over  to  England, 
to  renew  the  propositions  for  peace,  and  repre- 
sent, still  more  strongly,  the  necessity  he  should 
be  under  of  declaring  war  against  France,  if 
peace  was  not  instantly  concluded  :  he  begged 
His  Most  Ciiristian  Majesty  to  call  to  mind  how 
much  inconvenience  he  had  suffered  by  parting 
with  so  many  sessions  of  Parliament  in  discon- 
tent, and  that  a  longer  resistence  to  the  wishes 
of  his  people  would  be  attended  with  danger  to 
his  very  being  and  crown  :  he,  therefore,  hoped 
his  good  brother  would  not  consider  the  parting 
with  a  town  or  two  for  the  sake  of  him  who 
had  so  far  forfeited  his  interest  in  his  three 
kingdoms,  to  keep  his  friendship  with  Him,  an 
unreasonable  demand  :  he  concluded  with  de- 
claring, that  if  Jb'landers  should  be  lost,  such 
disorders  would  probably  ensue,  both  in  the 
minds  of  his  subjects  in  general,  and  in  ParHa- 
ment  in  particular,  as  would  tend  more  to  his 
injury  than  all  the  conquests  His  Most  Chris- 
tian Majesty  had  made  could  be  of  ad\  antage

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be  secured  from  a  sham  war  wliich  would  soon 

be  concluded,  and  leave  the  army  at  the  King's 

disposal. 

Pursuant  to  these  views  Sir  Gilbert

Cjrerrard  moved,  on  the  14th  March,  to 

address  His  Majesty  to  declare  war  against  the 
French  King.  Lord  Russell  followed  in  these 
words  :  **  The  gentleman  that  spoke  last  has 
made  a  good  motion.  I  hope  in  time  we  shall 
justify  ourselves  from  the  aspersion  that  we  did 
not  give  the  money  sooner.  I  would  set  the 
saddle  on  the  right  horse,  and  I  move  that  we 
may  go  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  House,  to 
consider  of  the  sad  and  deplorable  condition  w^e 
are  in,  and  the  apprehensions  we  are  under  of 
])opcry  and  a  standing  army  ;  and  that  we  may 
consider  of  some  way  to  save  ourselves  from 
ruin."  The  motion  for  a  committee  of  the 
w  hole  House  was  carried ;  but  a  proposal  to 
petition  for  the  removal  of  those  who  had 
advised  the  answer  to  tlie  address  of  the  pre- 
ceding May,  was  negatived,  on  a  division,  by  a 
majority  of  five.  The  original  address  was  then 
carried. 

Sir  John  Reresby  informs  us  that  several 
speeches  were  made  in  the  House  on  this  day, 
fraught  with  jealousies  and  fears :  nor  was  this 
wonderful.  Lord  Dauby  was  at  this  time

obstacle.  The  party  in  Holland,  whicfi 
rej)roached  the  Prince  of  Orange  with  the  faith- 
lessness of  Charles,  would  have  sunk  before  this^ 
proof  of  his  sincerity,  and  the  King  of  England 
would  have  appeared  in  his  proper  station, 
directing  the  energies,  and  disposing  of  the 
revenue,  of  a  powerful  nation,  against  her  in- 
veterate enemy.  But  such  glory  was  not  the 
sphere  of  Charles.  Amidst  all  the  changes  and 
inconsistencies  of  man,  it  may  be  lemarked,  that 
there  is  seldom,  if  ever,  a  transition  from  dupli- 
city to  candour,  and  from  base  intrigue  to 
honourable  conduct.  Charles  had  navigated  too 
long  in  creeks  and  shallows,  to  venture  with 
boldness  and  resolution  upon  the  open  sea. 
The  address  of  the  Commons  was  sent  to  the 
Lords  for  their  concurrence,  and  was  suffered  to 
lie  on  their  table.  The  King  took  no  notice  of 
it,  and  gave  no  proof  of  his  sincerity  in  the  cause 
of  the  allies.  Mr.  Hume,  in  one  place,  endea- 
vours to  justify  his  conduct,  on  the  ground  that 
[]is  father  had  been  led  into  a  war,  and  then 
denied  the  supplies  necessary  to  carry  it  *  on. 
Hi!'  if  this  is  any  defence  for  Charles,  how- 
much  more  reasonable  were  the  suspicions  of 
ilie  Commons,  who,  only  seven  years  before,  had

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CHAP.  VI. 

iM.SCOVERIES   OF    DALRYMPLE. KOUVIGNy's    INTERVIEWS 

WITH    LORD    RUSSELL. 

1  HAVE  liitlierto  postponed  an  account  of  tlic 
interviews  between  Lord  Russell  and  the  French 
minister,  because,  from  the  manner  in  which 
this  subject  has  been  treated,  the  narrative  will 
necessarily  be  mixed  with  controversy. 

Many  years  have  elapsed  since  Sir  John  Dal- 
rymple  communicated  to  the  world  the  disco- 
veries he  had  made  in  the  depot  des  affaires 
etrangeres  at  Versailles.  The  intrigues  between 
the  coinls  of  France  and  England,  wliich  had 
already  been  partly  detected  by  means  of 
Danby's  letters,  which  were  openly  detailed  in 
a  work  published  at  Paris  in  1()82  *,  and  which,

lIowe\er  gratilNUig  >ueh  retleetions  mn^t 
alwaxs  be  to  sellish  politicians,  and  to  tho>e  who 
doubt  all  j)ul)!ic  \irtue,  1  hope  to  j)rovi'  that 
this  instance,  at  lea>t,  will  atK)rd  no  loundation 
lltrtiiciJ"  malignitx.  In  iloing  this,  1  shall  not 
thiow  anv  doubl  upon  the  accurac\  of  the  lii^- 
loiian  Ol'  the  hone>t\'  ol  the  ambassador.  I  am 
w  illiii!';  to  allow  ,  lor  the  prcNcnt ,  that  the  ^f  ream 
.'I    hist(iiv  has  flowed  with    uiidnninished   j)uiit\ 
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tlu-ougli  these  suspected  channels.  I  sliall  not 
deny,  therefore,  that  an  intercourse  took  place 
between  Lord  Russell  and  Rouvigny  ;  although 
it  is  very  probable  that  Barillon,  in  repeating 
ironi  Ilouvigny  the  substance  of  these  inter- 
views, represented  them  as  much  more  favour- 
able to  his  master  than  they  really  were.  But 
I  trust  that  an  account  of  the  wliole  matter  will 
show  that  nothing  took  place  derogatory  to  the 
public  virtue  or  private  honour  of  Lord  Jlussell. 
The  first  thing  to  consider,  is  the  time  at  which 
the  intercourse  took  place;  for  any  jiolitical  in- 
tercourse whatever  with  an  agent  of  France 
would,  in  ordinary  times,  be,  to  say  the  least, 
extremely  improper.  But  this  was  a  period  of 
extreme  danger  to  the  English  constitution. 
The  King,  who  was  known  to  entertain  senti- 
ments hostile  to  the  liberty  of  his  people,  was 
about  to  raise  an  army,  under  the  pretence  of 
a  French  war,  but  in  reality,  as  it  was  supposed, 
to  subjugate  his  own  country.  That  these  feais 
were  not  idle  fancies,  appears  from  the  be>;l, 
authorities.  Sir  John  Reresby,  a  professed 
courtier,  says,  a  jealousy  was  entertained  "that 
the  King  indeed  intended  to  raise  an  army,  hut 
never  designed  to  join  with  the  war  ;  and  to  >,a\ 
the  truth,  some  of  the  King's  own  paity  were 
not  very  sure  of  the  contrary."  f^ord  I)ani)\, 
the    prime    minister,    writes    to    ilw    Pniicc    o!

Above  all,  they  dreaded  tliat 
the  House  of  Commons,  which,  in  the  course  of 
seventeen  years,  had  been  corrupted  by  bribery, 
would  go  into  the  schemes  of  the  court,  and 
blindly  hasten  the  subversion  of  the  constitution. 
In  this  dilemma  they  saw  no  chance  of  safety 
but  in  a  dissohition. 

Lewis,  on  the  other  hand,  equally  distrustful 
of  Charles,  resolved  to  obstruct  his  movements, 
by  a  connection  with  the  ])opular  party  in  Eng- 
land. D'Avaux,  the  French  minister  at  tlie 
Hague,  re))resented  to  the  opposition  leaders, 
hy  means  of  Algernon  Sydney,  that  the  union 
of  the  KinLT  of  England  with  the  Prince  of 
Orange  would  prove  destructive  to  the  liberty 
of  both  countries :  and  M.  de  Rouvigny  was 
sent  over  with  money,  which,  according  to  the 
information  of  Montague,  the  ambassador  at 
J^aris,  "  by  means  of  William  llussell,  and  other 
discontented  jK^ople,  he  was  to  distribute  in 
J^arJiamcnt."

had  redoubled  their  fears  of  the  designs  of  the 
court ;  that  they  were  still  persuaded  the  Kings 
of  France  and  England  acted  in  concert,  and 
were  afraid  that  the  war  would  serve  only  to 
bring  them  into  subjection.  In  short,  the  popu- 
lar party  were  at  this  time  in  the  greatest  alarm. 
They  had  found,  as  we  have  seen  in  the  last  chap- 
ter, that  the  nation,  eager  for  a  war  with  France, 
was  too  much  blinded  by  national  animosity  to 
allow  of  any  hope  that  the  projects  of  the  Court 
might  be  successfully  opposed.  The  object  tlie\ 
then  pursued  was,  in  the  words  of  Barillon,  "  to 


hiiTi;  and  would  do  all  in  their  power  to  oblige  the  King  of 
England  to  ask  your  friendship  once  more,  and  by  this  means 
put  Your  Majesty  in  a  state  to  contribute  to  their  satisfaction.'

Allowing  the  whole  of  tliis  statement  to  be 
correct,  few  ])ersons,  I  imagine,  will  feel  a  shock 
nearly  equal  to  that  they  would  feel  if  they  saw 
a  son  turn  his  back  in  the  day  of  battle.  Such 
a  feeling  could  not  arise  even  from  an  extreme 
sensibility  of  nerves,  if  not  accompanied  with  an 
equal  obtuseness  of  understanding.  In  the  case 
of  Sir  .John  Dalrymple,  the  expression  must,  1 
fear,  be  attributed  to  that  affectation  of  generous 
and  ])atriotic  sentiment,  of  which  his  writings 
afford  so  many  examples.  The  concert  between 
the  popular  })arty  and  rVance  was  a  concert  only 
in  name.  J'he  opposition  continued,  as  before, 
pursuing  their  own  pur])ose,  which,  so  far  troni 
being  French,  was  tne  preservation  of  the  Eng- 
lish religion  and  laws.  They  promised,  it  is 
true,  to  prevent,  if  possible,  the  war  with  France, 
but  it  was  their  bounden  duty  to  do  so.  They 
had  every  reason  to  siipjjose  that  war  was  in- 
tended as  a  death-blow  to  liberty.  The  only 
offc]'  which  Rouvigny  made  to  assist  them  in 
their  endea\ours  with  money,  was  indignantly 
refused.  T  need  not  point  out  to  my  readers,

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House  of  Commons  had  passed  tlie  act  for  n 
supply,  Lord  Danby  wrote  to  Paris,  that  Charles 
expected  six  milHons  yearly  from  France.  Had 
Lewis  been  sincere  in  the  project  of  making 
Charles  absolute,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  it 
might  have  been  easily  accomplished.  Was  not 
this  sufficient  to  justify  tlie  })()pidar  party  in  at- 
tempting to  turn  the  battery  the  other  way? 
The  question  was  not,  whether  to  admit  foreign 
interference,  but  whether  to  direct  foreign  inter- 
ference already  admitted  to  a  good  object.  The 
conduct  of  Lord  llussell,  therefore,  was  not 
criminal ;  but  it  would  be  difficult  to  acquit  him 
of  the  charge  of  imprudence.  The  object  of 
Lewis  must  have  been,  by  giving  hopes  to  each 
party  in  turn,  to  obtain  the  command  of  both. 
Charles,  on  the  other  hand,  was  ready  to  debase 
himself  to  the  lowest  point  to  maintain  liis  alli- 
ance with  France  ;  any  suspicion,  therefore,  of  a 
connection  between  Lewis  and  the  popular  party 
would  have  rendered  him  more  and  more  de- 
pendent, till  the  liberties  of  England  might  at 
last  have  been  set  up  to  auction  at  Versailles. 

What  I  have  said  relates  only  to  the  first  inter- 
view: as  for  the  second,  upon  which  so  nuich  stress 
has  been  laid  by  Dalrymple,  it  was  only  an  awk- 
wai'd  attempt  to  })ersuade  Lewis  to  declare  war 
conibrmal)]y  to  the  wish  of  the   English  people.

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A  deuiiled  history  of  this  plot  does  not  enter 
into  my  plan.  But  although  the  charge  is  now 
withdrawn,  it  is  right  to  mention  such  circum- 
stances as  serve  to  exculpate  the  country  party 
from  the  guilt  of  inventing  this  story,  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  away  the  lives  of  the  innocent. 
This  accusation  is  easily  disproved  :  nay,  so  far 
is  it  from  the  truth,  that  the  plot  was  brought  to 
light  by  Lord  Shaftesbury  and  his  friends,  that  it 
might  have  been  suppressed  but  for  the  following 
circumstance.  The  Duke  of  Buckingham,  w  ho 
was  a  great  enemy  of  Lord  Danby,  had  been  long 
banished  from  Court,  but  had  lately  been  pri- 
vately admitted  to  kiss  the  King's  hand  at  Chif- 
tinch's.  Upon  being  informed  of  the  circum- 
stance by  the  Duke  of  York,  Danby  expressed 
great  indignation  at  the  King's  want  of  firmness 
to  stand  by  his  friends.  Fromthistime  he  expected 
to  be  supplanted  by  Buckingham  in  the  royal 
favour,  and  he  became  proportionably  anxious  to 
obtain  the  good  opinion  of  the  country.  The 
enquiry  into  the  plot,  he  seems  to  have  thought, 
would  serve  both  to  show  his  zeal  for  the  Pro- 
testant religion,  and  to  divert  the  attention  of  Par- 
liament from  his  own  impeachment.  With  tliis 
view,  he  advised  the  King  to  go  to  Newmarket, 
and  leave  to  his  council  the  unra\  elling  of  this 
mysterious  business.  And  as  soon  as  Parliament 
assembled,  lie,  contrary  to  the  wish  and  express

any  thing  that  coiiceni.s  me)  that  I  have  been  in- 
formed  of"  a  design  against  my  person  by  the 
Jesnits,  of  which  I  shall  forbear  any  opinion, 
lest  I  may  seem  to  say  too  much  or  too  little  j 
bnt  I  will  leave  the  matter  to  the  law,  and  in  the 
mean  time  will  take  as  much  care  as  I  can  to 
prevent  all  manner  of  practices  by  that  sort  of 
men,  and  of  othei's,  too,  who  have  been  tam- 
pering in  a  high  degree  w4th  foreigners,  and 
contriving  how  to  introduce  Popery  amongst  us." 

Lord  Chancellor  Finch,  following  the  King, 
said,  "  His  ]\iajesty  has  told  you,  that  he  liath 
lately  received  information  of  designs  against  his 
own  life  by  the  Jesuits ;  and  thougli  he  doth  in 
no  sort  prejudice  the  persons  accused,  yet  the 
strict  enquiiy  into  tliis  matter  hath  been  the 
means  to  discover  so  many  other  unwarantable 
practices  of  theirs,  tiiat  Jlis  Majesty  hiith  reason 
to  look  to  them," 

The  letters  of  Coh'man,  and  the  nnuder  of 
Sir  Edmondsbiu'y  Godf'ey,  seem  to  have  fidly 
confirmed  the  genei'al  belief  of  the  Popish  Plot. 
Every  l)arty  shared  in  this  delusion,  and  Oatei^ 
was  generally  styled  tlie  Saviour  of  the  Nation. 
The  country  ])art},  in  general,  were  probably 
deceiA'ed  with  thc^  rest.  They  were,  indeed, 
more  ojicn  to  be  imposed  upon  by  a  feigned  plot 
than  others,  as  they  were  thoroughly  convinced 
tliat  a  design  was  carrying  on  against  the  Vro^

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formed  them  of  tlie  conspiracy  carried  on  with 
France,  are  now  thoroughly  awakened  to  a  sense 
of  their  danger,  when  it  has  been  drest  up  in 
wonders  and  horrors  by  the  knavery  of  Gates. 
It  is  muc]i  better  to  promote  tlieir  crcduhty  tlian, 
by  letting  this  plot  fall,  to  incur  the  risk  of  their 
sinking  again  into  a  fatal  apathy."  Shaftesbury, 
who  was  not  very  scrupulous,  may  have  satisfied 
his  conscience  with  such  arguments.  ButAvhat- 
ever  may  have  been  his  secret  views,  the  party 
in  general  seems  to  have  given  into  the  belief  of 
the  plot  with  the  rest  of  the  nation,  including  a 
majority  of  the  ministers,  and  nearly  the  whole 
of  the  church. 

The  enquiries  to  which  the  plot  gave  rise  soon 
involved  the  Duke  of  York. 

Coleman,  formerly  the  Duke's  secretary,  after- 
wards in  disgrace,  and  at  that  time  secretary  to 
the  Duchess,  was  the  agent  of  a  correspondence 
during  the  years  lOyi,  1075,  and  part  of  16/0, 
between  James  and  tlic  King  of  France,  through 
the  means  of  Fathers  Ferrier  and  Le  Chaise. 
It  related  cliieiiy  to  advances  of  money  from  the 
French  king  to  obtain  the  dissolution  of  the 
English  Parliament,  and  promote  the  French  and 
Catholic  interest.  But  nothing  seems  to  have 
been  conchided,  the  effectual  negociations  having 
been  carried  on,  as  we  have  seen,  by  other 
i.ar.ds.

Lord  Shaftesbury  moved,  in  the  House  of 
Lords,  on  tlic'  2d  of  Novem})er,  that  he  might 
be  removed  from  all  councils  and  public  affairs. 
Tvv'o  days  afterwards,  the  Pving  desired  him  not 
to  come  to  the  foreign  committee,  and  to  de- 
cline meddling  any  more  in  public  business.  The 
Duke  reliictaritly  obeyed.  *  But  the  popular 
party,  not  satisiied  with  this  concession,  resolved 
to  Mjove  an  address  in  the  Commons,  to  remove 
him  ii'om  the  King's  presence  and  councils.  The 
person  chosen  to  niake  this  important  motion  was 
Lord  llussell.  It  v/as  not  because  he  was  endowed 
with  extraordinary  sagacity  to  detect  the  intrigues 
<»f  th(^  Did^e,  or  witli  remarkable  eloquence 
to  rouse  the  passions  of  a  popular  assembly, 
that  he  was  the  fittest  person  to  take  the  lead  ; 
but  the  great  stake  vidnch  he  had  'm  the  country, 
and,  nhovv.  all,  the  pei  ronal  integrity  and  tem- 
pe/atr-  love  ox  hbcrty  which  di?^tirigHished  his  cha- 
fact(  r,  pc;iiii(  d  him  <>ut  ibr  this  important  duty.

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The  Duke  of  York  sooii  came  an;ain  before 
the  Cornmoiis  in  a  different  manner.  A  bill 
had  been  broiiid)!;  into  tlie  IJouse  of  Lords,  to 
disable  Papists  iro:)?  sitting  in  Parliament,  and 
a  provi.so  moved,  to  except  tiie  Duke.  He 
spoke  on  it  himself  with  great  earnestness,  and 
with  tears  in  Ids  eyes. 

On  the  ]>ill  ]3eii)g  sent  dcrwn  to  tlic  Conmions, 
it  occasioned  a  long  debate,  oi  ratiier  a  series  of 
speeches,     deprecating   tlic    vengeance    of   the 
House  ;  for   those  wJio  were  against  the  Duke, 
almost  coniined  tliemselves  to  crvin-r,   *'  Ones- 
tion,^*   and  "  Coleman's  letters."      Perhaps  they 
were  unwilling  to  entangle  themselves  in  a  per- 
sonal   discussion,    when    the    question    did  not 
originate  on  their  side   of  tlie   House.     Those 
who  were  in  faAoiu"  of  the   Duke,  uj'gued  and 
prayed,    and     vSir    W.  Kihigrew   we})t    in     his 
behalf.       They   magnitied    the    obHgalions    the 
Duke    would   be   under  to    the    Protestant    m- 
terest   if   this    proviso  weie   carried,    and    the 
dangers   he  might  cause    if   driven    into    exile 
in  France.     But  wise  m.en  thougiit  him  equally 
incapable  of  feeling  gratitude,    as  the    friend, 
and   of    inspiring    fear    as    the    eiK-my    of   hia 
country.

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requires  some  elucidation.  Lord  Danby  came 
into  office  with  sentiments  of  hostility  to  France, 
and  an  inchnation  to  promote  tlie  real  interest 
of  the  kingdom :  but  he  soon  found  that  his 
master  would  not  be  served  in  this  bold  and 
honest  manner ;  and  he  preferred  entering  into 
the  schemes  popular  at  court,  though  still  with- 
out soiling  his  own  personal  integrity,  to  a 
^surrender  of  the  power  and  emoluments  of 
office.  During  the  late  ncgociations  at  Paris, 
he  had,  unknown  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  car- 
ried on  a  correspondence  with  Mr.  Montague, 
the  ambassador,  with  a  view  of  obtaining  money 
for  his  master.  In  his  letters,  though  always 
expressing  a  reluctance,  no  doubt  very  sincere, 
to  engage  in  ties  so  dishonourable,  he  never- 
theless condescended  to  truckle  and  higgle  for 
sums  which  were  to  be  paid  for  the  neutrality  of 
England,  as  well  as  others  for  her  mediation  of 
a  general  peace.  Mr.  Montague,  the  King's 
chief  agent  in  this  shameful  traffic,  was  a  can- 
didate lor  the  place  of  Secretary  of  State,  but 
finding  it  was  destined  for  Sir  William  Temple, 
he  conceived  the  most  violent  animosity  against 
the  Treasurer.  In  order  to  execute  his  purpose, 
he  sought  out  an  astrologer  in  Paris,  in  whom 
tlie  King  had  great  faith,  and  found  means  to 
corrii])!  him.  lie  then  ))ro])osed  to  the  Duchess 
v)f  Cleveland  to  send  him  over  to  England,  to 
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j)i\ilicl  to  th'j  Kiiii;   :i  total   ruin  il"  lio  follow  iil 
llir    ;uh  ico    of"   tlioir    eiiLMiiii's,    aiul    ii    glorious 
vc\y;n  if  he  tliMiii^cii  tliciii.      By  this  coiitrixaiicc 
\\v  hoj)cil   to  ho  not,  oiilv  Secretarv  ol"  Statt"  hiil 
])riim'    niiiiistcr.      Hut    iij)()ii   some    (jiiarrol    with 
the    DiK'lios    ot'   Ch'W'laiui,    sho    hctraNcnl    the 
winilo  to  tho  KiuLi,-;   aiul  hrou^'ht  Moutagiio  into 
tli>urafc.  *      Howcwr,  ho  canu'  owv  to  llnuiaml 
without  loa\c,  and  hv  nioans  ot'  the  'i'roa.>ui\r's 
a'()oel    olHt'os    was   achnittcd   to    kiss    the    King's 
hand.      .Vt   the    same  time,    he  showeil  to  Lord 
Ivussell,    and    other    o})})()>ition     memhers,     the 
letters    which    implicated    the    'I'leasurer,     and 
ol)tained  ti-om  the  J''rench  court    a  lai'ge  sinn  i'ov 
comj)a>-ing   his   ruin.

\\\\<  letter  in  his  hand,  he  ohtaiiunl  an  oi\k'r  from 
the  f'oimcil,  for  >ei/ing  M()nl;;gu«.''>  papers. 

Lpon  a  me>--age  from  the  king  to  llu-  lliUi'-e 
ot'  ( 'onnnons,  informing  them  ot'  thi>  order,  a 
warm  debate  ar(i>e  on  the  hgaht\  ol'  -ei/uig 
paj)er<.      AL):itague  sat  t'oi-  >omc  i  ime  >ilent,  ami 
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then  risJDg  up,  lurornied  the  House  he  had 
letters  in  his  possession  imjjlicating  a  great 
minister.  Lord  Russell  owned  that  the  contents 
of  some  of  these  papers  had  been  im.parted  to 
him,  and  that  Montague  liad  secured  copies  of 
them,  t'iOQgh  lie  could  not  tlien  come  at  the 
originals.  Upon  this  informiition,  Mr.  Harbord 
and  others  were  sent  to  a  ])iace  wliere  Montague 
directed  them,  and  broug'it  back  a  box  iuJi  of 
papers.  Montague  selected  out  of  these  two 
letters,  wiiic]i  were  read  by  tlie  Speaker.  T!iey 
were  addressed  by  Lord  Danby  to  Mr.  ;vJon- 
tague,  when  at  I'aris.  One  of  them,  dated 
March  25th,  contained  tlie  following  passage  : 
— "  In  case  the  conditions  of  peace  shall  be 
*'  accepted,  the  King  expects  to  have  six 
*'  millions  of  livres  yearly,  toj*  three  }'cars,  from 
*'  the  time  tliat  this  agreement  shall  be  signed 
*'  between  His  Majesty  and  the  King  of  France. 
"  because  it  will  be  two  or  tiiroe  years  before  he 
*'  can  ho})e  to  find  liis  Parhament  in  humour  to 
*'  give  him  supplies,  after  your  having  made 
**  any  peace  witJi  France."  At  the  bottom 
were  these  ^vords  :  "  I'liis  letter  is  writ  by  my 
"  order.     C.  R." 

I'his  discovery  naturally  excited  both  anger 
and  alaijn.  It  was  jemarked,  that  on  the  '-20th 
March,  an  act  hiid  passed  for  a  war  witlj 
Fiance,  aiid  an  army  raised  in   pursuance  of  it.

\  iiled  he  would  lea\  e  hi-  otlice,  and  lit!  the  1  )uke 
-enl  out  of  ihe  wa\.  *      A  ()uirt    reti'eat  \\a>  iii- 
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deed  the  best  he  could  now  hope  for.  Mon- 
mouth, Sunderiand,  and  the  Duchess  of  ]*orts- 
niouth,  had  formed  an  union  with  Shaftesbury, 
Hahfax,  and  Essex,  for  his  ruin.  The  former 
were  to  undermine  his  influence  at  court,  whilst 
the  latter  prosecuted  him  in  Parliament.  At 
the  same  time,  the  King,  and  more  particularly 
the  Duke,  incensed  against  h.im  for  his  beha- 
viour on  the  i^opisli  Plot,  were  prepared  to  let 
him  fall. 

From  the  following  letter,  written  from  the 
Marquis  of"  Winchester's  house  at  Basing,  it 
appears,  that  Lord  Russell  was  engaged  ia 
some  negociation  at  this  time,  ))ut  with  whom 
it  is  not  easy  to  say.

liiE  elections  were  carried  on,  as  miglit  be 
expected,  with  great  heat,  and  generally  speak- 
ing, much  to  the  advantage  of  Opposition.  It 
is  said  that  the  practice  of  splitting  freeholds 
was  now  introduced,  for  the  first  time,  by  the 
country  party. 

Some  letters  of  Lord  Shaftesbury  and  tin- 
Marquis  of  Winchester  were  intercepted  and 
opened  by  tliC  court.

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wliicli  he  had  shown  against  Popery,  was  re- 
jected by  the  court  for  his  enmity  to  Danbyy 
and  Sir  Thomas  Meres  proposed  in  his  stead. 
But  the  House  generally  resented  what  they 
thought  an  encroachment  on  their  privileges, 
and  sent  Lord  Russell  and  Sir  Ilobert  Carr  to 
desire  time  to  consider  of  the  King's  message. 
On  a  subsequent  day  they  presented  an  address, 
asserting  the  undoubted  right  of  the  Commons  to 
elect  freely  one  of  their  members  as  speaker, 
and  that  the  person  so  elected  had  always  con- 
tinued speaker,  unless  excused  for  some  bodily 
infirmity.  But  the  King  gave  them  a  sharp 
answer,  and  upon  their  insisting  on  their  right, 
prorogued  them.  Upon  their  meeting  again 
two  days  after.  Lord  Russell  said  he  hoped  the 
late  unhappy  difference  woidd  not  be  renewed, 
and  proposed  Serjennt  Gregory  as  speaker.  This 
motion  was  seconded  by  Lord  Caven- 
dish, and  was  generally  acquiesced  in. 
The  more  prudent  part  of  the  Opposition,  led 
by  the  opinion  of  Serjeant  Maynard,  seem  to 
liave  thought  that  the  dano'ers  at  home  and 
ubi'oad  w^ere  evident,  and  a  remedy  necessary, 
wliiie  the  question  of  privilege  was  not  cleai', 
nor  a  decision  essential.  They  felt  they  could 
not  answer  it  to  the  country,  if  they  broke  with 
tlie  King  on  a  })oint  comparatively  trifling.

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afterwards  resumed  the  impeachment  of  Lord 
Danby.  Uj)on  the  rumour  of  a  pardon  having 
been  granted  him,  they  appointed  a  committee 
to  ascertain  the  fact  from  the  Lord  Chancellor, 
By  their  report  it  appeared  that  a  pardon  had 
passed  the  great  seal  with  the  utmost  privacy, 
and  had  not  been  entered  in  any  office.  This 
excited  the  rage  of  the  country  party,  and  pro- 
duced a  message  to  the  Lords  to  demand  justice 
against  Thomas  Earl  of  Danby,  and  that  he  be 
immediately  sequestered  from  Parliament,  and 
committed  to  safe  custody.  An  address  was 
also  sent  to  the  throne,  representing  the  irregu- 
larity,   illegality,    and  dangerous    consequence 

of  the  pardon.     And  as  Lord  Danby

had  withdrawn,    a    bill  was    brought 

in  to  attaint  him.  The  Lords  converted  this 
bill  also  into  a  bill  of  banishment ;  but  the  more 
moderate  of  the  country  party  in  vain  endea- 
voured to  promote  the  milder  expedient  in  the 
Commons.  Winnington,  who  had  lately  lost 
his  place  of  solicitor,  spoke  violently  against  it 
as  an  attempt  to  favour  the  escape  of  a  bad 
minister,  and  an  encouragement  to  future  mis- 
rule. Littleton  tried,  in  private,  to  moderate 
bis  warmth,  by  representing,  that  if  Lord 
Danby*s  life  was  spared,  the  court  might  be 
inclinetl  to  come  to  terms.  *     But  his  arguments

peachment. 

So  fell  Lord  Danby.  His  talents,  as  a  speaker 
in  the  House  of  Commons,  had  raised  him  to 
the  high  office  of  Lord  Treasurer.  His  con- 
duct in  that  great  post  was  as  little  creditable 
to  his  wisdom  and  skill  as  to  his  honesty  and 
patriotism.  He  gave  wny  to  the  King,  as  far 
as  was  necessary  to  preserve  his  place,  but  not 
sufficiently  to  acquire  the  royal  favour.  He 
concurred  in  measures  which  endangered  both 
our  religion  and  government,  and  yet  lost  the 
friendship  of  the  Duke  of  York.  He  extended 
the  system  of  corrupting  members  of  Parlia- 
ment, increasing  the  sum  allowed  for  that  ser- 
vice, iTom  1^2,0001.  to  '20,0001.  *  ;  and  yet  he 
was  impeached  by  the  same  House  of  Commons 
he  had  endeavoured  to  buy  ;  and  he  sent  for 
tlie  letters  and  acquittances,  the  day  after  he 
had  declarcci  in  his  defence  before  the  Lords, 
tliat  there  had  not  been  one  farthine"  ^'ranted 
by  the  Coiimions,  wliich  had  not  been  strictly 
applied  by  him  as  tlie  acts  had  directed.  This 
assertion  rested  upon  the  miserable  quibble, 
that  the  money  v.hich  he  had  used  to  corrupt 
the  Parhamoit  was  unap[)ro})riated.

As  the  power  <>t 
refu->inij:  supphe^  lias  hrouuiil  all  puhlic  hw^uie>^ 
withni  tlie  sphere  ot  the  llou^e  of  ('(inmions. 
It  t'ollows,  as  a  nect'ssar\  C(^n^t'(juenc,',  e\ en 
tliouLih  the  iIou->e  should  oiler  no  ad\  ice  on 
the  subject,  that  mini>tiM'>  muM  br  capable  ot 
bcariiiL!,'  their  scrutiiu,  and  ac(|iiuiiiu  llu'ir  con- 
tic  I  t'lice.      Hence  the  choice  ( it'  men  di-t  int,nnshed 
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as  members  of  Parliament,  before  they  are 
trusted  as  servants  of  the  crown.  Tlie  mo- 
narchy itself  derives  great  advantage  from  this 
restraint  to  the  personal  will  of  the  sovereign. 
Not  only  is  the  King  less  liable  than  other 
sovereigns  to  errors,  which  even  the  best  in- 
tentioned  are  exposed  to,  by  the  arts  of  specious 
impostors  and  dishonest  flatterers,  but  he  has 
this  security  for  the  conduct  of  the  most  violent 
parliamentary  leaders,  that  ambition  can  hardly 
lead  them  to  wish  the  total  destruction  of  that 
monarchy,  of  which  they  may  hope  at  a  future 
time  to  exercise  the  powers. 

But  such  ideas  were  far  from  being  under- 
stood before  the  Revolution.  During  the 
reign  of  Charles  the  First,  indeed,  an  attempt 
seems  to  have  been  made  to  conciliate  the 
great  parliamentary  leaders,  by  entrusting  them 
with  offices  of  the  crowm.  The  Earl  of  Bedford, 
as  w^e  have  seen  in  the  early  part  of  this  work, 
was  amongst  those  who  w^ere  thus  favoured. 
But  the  King  was  soon  disgusted  with  them, 
and  Lord  Clarendon  thinks  he  has  sufficiently 
pistified  this  dislike,  when  he  tells  us,  that  they 
always  advised  the  King  to  comply  with  the 
V,  ishes  of  his  Parliament. 

Nor  was  the  measure  now  proposed  by  Tem- 
ple likely  to  be  attended  with  the  success  which 
he  expected  from  it.     Had  he  begun  by  asking-

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*'  For  the  bare  being  preferred,"  oa}s  Secretary 
Coventry,  *'  maketh  some  of  them  suspectetl, 
though  not  criminal."  *  The  public  were  not 
yet  able  to  conceive  that  men  could  be  at  the 
same  tin^a  counsellors  of  the  King  and  friends 
of  the  people  ;  and  it  was  only  by  a  complete 
change  of  councils,  that  they  could  have  been 
convinced  of  its  integrity.  It  is  not  surprising 
then,  that  the  King's  speech,  announcing  tlie 
new  council,  was  received  coldly  by  the  House 
of  Commons,  and  that  little  more  than  a  fort- 
night after,  they  should  present  an  address, 
praying  the  removal  of  the  Duke  of  Lauderdale 
from  all  offices  and  employments,  and  from  His 
Majesty's  presence  for  ever. 

The  president  of  the  new  council,  much 
against  the  opinion  of  Temple,  was  Lord  Shaftes- 
bury. But  the  cabinet  council,  which  digested 
all  affairs  before  they  were  brought  forward, 
consisted  of  Essex,  w^ho  was  the  new  Lord 
Treasurer,  in  place  of  Danby,  Simderland,  Se- 
cretary of  State,  Halifax,  and  Temple.  Six 
days  after  tlie  appointment  of  the  new  council, 
in  a  debate  on  the  succession.  Colonel  Birch 
said,   "  It  must  not  be  the  addition  of  four  or

The  important  bill  which  was  now  brought  in 
enacted,  First,  That  the  said  James,  Duke  of" 
York,  should  be  incapable  of  inheriting  the 
crowns  of  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland,  with 
their  dependencies,  and  of  enjoying  any  of  the 
titles,  rights,  prerogatives,  and  revenues  be- 
longing to  the  said  crowns.  Secondly,  That  in 
case  His  Majesty  should  happen  to  die  or  resign 
his  dominions,  they  should  devolve  to  the  person 
next  in  succession,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the 
Duke  was  dead.  Thirdly,  That  all  acts  of 
sovereignty  and  royalty  that  Prince  might  then 
happen  to  perform,  were  not  only  declared  void, 
but  to  be  high  treason,  and  punishable  as  such. 
Fourthly,  That  if  any  one,  at  any  time  what- 
soever, shoukl  endeavour  to  bring  the  said  Duke 
into  any  of  the  fore-mentioned  dominions,  or 
correspond  with  him  in  order  to  make  him  in- 
herit, he  should  be  guilty  of  high  treason.  Fifthly, 
That  if  the  Duke  himself  ever  returned  into  any 
of  these  dominions,  considering  the  mischief  that 
must  ensue,  he  should  be  looked  upon  as  guilty 
of  the  same  offence ;  and  all  persons  were  autho- 
rized and  required  to  seize  upon  and  imprison 
him  ;  and,  in  case  of  resistance  made  by  him  oi 
his  adherents,  to  subdue  them  by  force  of"arm>i.

rogation." Indeed  the  King  could  hardly  have 
contrived  a  measure  tliat  should  so  completely 
belie  his  public  declaration  on  ibrmiiig  hiscoim- 
ciL  "  By  the  constant  advice  of  such  a  c  :)uncil, 
"  His  Majesty  is  resolved  hereafter  to  govern 
"  his  kingdoms,  togetlicr  with  the  frequent  use 
*'  of  his  great  council  of  Parliament,  which  he 
"  takcii  to  be  ih^e  true  ancient  constitution  of 
"  this  state  and  government." 

At  the  time  of  the  prorogation,  the  House  of 
Connnons  were  occupied  in  examining  into  the 
pensions  of  members  of  the  former  parliament, 
it  appeared  by  the  report  of  the  committee  of 
secrecy,  that  20,0001.  per  annum  were  paid 
quarterly  by  the  connnissioners  of  excise,  for 
secret  serxice  to  members  of  Parliament.  About 
thirty  members  who  received  ])ensions  were 
named  by  Sir  Stephen  Fox ;  but  tlie  house  had 
only  time  to  examine  two  or  three  })efbre  the 
dissolution.  Several,  it  a})peared,  had  received 
tlie  money  as  a  compensation  for  giving  up  a 
sliare  in  the  farm  of  the  excise.

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law,  instead  of  being  disgraceful,  does  great 
credit  to  his  sagacity,  and  entitles  him  to  the 
gratitude  of  the  people  of  England.  The  Whigs 
in  the  council,  though  few  in  number,  may  have 
likewise  assisted  in  obtaining  the  King's  consent 
to  the  act.  Even  the  act  now  passed,  however, 
excellent  as  it  is,  was  not  scrupulously  observed 
till  after  the  Revolution.  The  pecuHar  dis- 
tinction of  tliat  great  event  is  not,  as  some 
suppose,  to  have  established  the  right  of  Parha- 
ment  to  depose  the  King,  and  alter  the  succes- 
sion of  the  crown,  a  principle  often  before 
asserted  in  the  course  of  our  history,  but  to 
have  brought  into  easy  and  undisturbed  practice 
those  ancient  rights  and  liberties,  which  the 
Plantagenets  had  attempted  in  vain  to  subvert, 
which  the  Tudors  had  often  been  allowed  to 
trample  upon,  and  which  the  Stuarts  sacrificed 
their  throne  to  destroy.

North,  who  relates  this  raying,  does  not 
hesitate  to  accuse  Lord  Shaftesbury  and  the 
Whiixs  of  exeilino;  the  rebel-iovi,  which  was  the 
subject  of  debate.  As  tlic  oniy  autliority  he 
alleges  in  support  of  this  ivjsition,  is  a  rumour 
in  an  anonymous  pamplilel,  tliat  ici't}'  copies  of 
a  speecli  of  Loril  Shaitesbury's  haci  been  sent  to 
Scotland,  it  may  seem  unnecessarx'  to  refute  so 
jiroundiess  a  charii'c.  But  as  it  hiiis  been  ci'cdited 
by  the  impartial  Ralph,  and  as  the  afiairs  of 
Scotland  may  afford  a  specimen  of  the  temper 
of  the  o-overnmcnt  in  c-enerab  it  is  bv  no  means 
superfluous  to  enquire  into  the  real  causes  of 
the  Scotch  insiuTccticn. 

At  tlie  time  of  tlie  Restoj-aliou,  it  became  a 
(piestion  at  court,  whether  prehicy  should  be  re- 
established in  Scotland.  Lauderdale,  whose 
sufFeririgs,  abilities,  and  knowledge  of  his  conn- 
tiymen,  gave  weight  to  his  opinion,  advised, 
that  tliepresbyterian  form  of  churcii  govennnent 
should  be  continued,  as  more  congenial  to  the 
religiou.s  opinior.s  of  the  nation.  But  Clarendon 
and  Middleton  advised  ilie  restoration  of  prelacy,

On  separation  or  absence 
irom  the  parisii  clunx'li,  the  penalty  for  land- 
liolders  was  tlie  forfeitru'e  of  a  fourth  part  of 
their  reiits  ;  for  cili/xnis  the  loss  of  a  iburth  part 
of  tlieir  substaruje,  the  freedom  of  their  corpo- 
rations, and  the  ])ri\iiege  of  trade  ;  besides 
which,  all  were  made  liable  to  whatever  corporal 
P'.mishment  the  |)i'ivy  council  might  choose  to 
inflict.  The  severity  of  tliese  lav,  s  was  exceeded 
by  the  rigour  of  their  execution.  An  eccle- 
siastical conunission  vrent  round  the  country, 
bound  by  no  ibrm  of  law,  and  filling  the  gaols 
\vith  those  who  refused  to  take  the  oath  of 
supremacy.  In  the  v*-estern  counties,  a  .military 
persecution  was  introduced,  and  the  recusants 
were  ruined  by  lines  arbitrarily  im})osed,  and  the 
still  more  indefini'Le  exactions  of  the  soldiery. 
After  three  years'  coirtinuance  of  extreme 
oppression,  the  peo])le  were  driven  into  an 
insurrection,   but   their  force  was  easily  beaten 

and   dispersed  on    the   Pentland  hiJls.

leveime.  A  youth  from  school,  and  a  gendeniaii 
whose  wife  had  attended  a  field-meeting,  com- 
pounded for  fifteen  hundred  pounds  sterling. 
Ten  gentlemen,  in  the  shire  of  Renfrew,  were 
ordered  to  pay  thirty  thousand  pounds ;  and 
many  instances  are  related  of  simihy  extortion. 
But  it  would  be  endless  to  detail  the  various 
oppressions  and  abuses  which  Lauderdale  in- 
troduced durino'  his  administration  in  Scotland.

Letters  of  intercomnunnng,   a  kind  of  excom- 
munication   then    obsolete,    were    revived,    by 
which  thousands  of  persons  were  ordered  to  be 
left  without   "  meat,   drink,  lioi'Se,  liarboiu',  or 
victuals."

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Monmouth  was  appointed  to  the  command  of 
the  army  sent  to  quell  the  insurrection.  After 
the  council  was  over  at  which  his  commission 
was  read,  Lauderdale  followed  the  King  out, 
and  begged  him  to  revoke  that  part  of  it  which 
gave  Monmouth  power  to  treat  with  the  rebels 
before  using  force  to  subdue  them.  The  King 
asked  him  why  lie  had  not  mentioned  this  at  the 
council,  to  which  Lauderdale  artfully  replied, 
**  Were  not  your  enemies  at  the  board?"  *  Sui^h 
a  minister  was  tlie  fit  servant  of  a  master  who 
could  say,  after  a  long  examination  of  some 
Scottish  petitioners,  "  I  find  that  Lauderdale  has 
done  many  things  against  the  people  of  Scot- 
land, but  nothing  against  my  service."  The 
conrmission  to  Monmouth  was  altered  accord- 
ing to  his  desire.  Tlie  defeat  of  tlie  insurgents 
at  Bothwell  Bridge,  and  the  immediate  suppres- 
sion of  the  insurrection,  are  related  in  all  the 
histories  of  this  reign. 

When  the  day  a})proachcd  to  which  Parlia- 
ment was  })rorogued,  the  same  advisei's  w^ho 
had  concerted  the  })rorogati()n,  ])eing  still  in 
fear  of  Lord  Shaftesbury's  inlliience,  agreed  to 
move  in  council  for  a  dissolution.  Ihit  haxing 
neglected  to  pre])are  the  King's  ministers,  the 
Lord  Chancelloj",  and  every  one  present,  ex-

In  tin-  jtlaee  i  max  mention  the 
trials  ot'  nian\  aeeiisni  ot'  tlu'  Popish 
Plot.  Ii\e  Jesuits,  and  Laiiuhonie  a  lawscr, 
were  eoiidemiieit  and  ixeeiited.  P»ii!  il  was  re- 
markvil,  that  "  as  leHniL:,'  hlood  ahales  a  t'e\'er, 
these  I'xeent  ioiis  eoolcd  the  heal  oi  tiir  nation," 
iViid  the  imitorm  protrstalioii-  oi    iiinoeeiiee   on 
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the  part  of  the  condemned  did  not  fail  oi'  siiak- 
ing   the    credit  of  the  piot.     At  length,   on  tlic 
trial  of  Sir  George  "Wake mail,  physician   to  tlie 
Queen,  the  King  ventured  to  exert  his  infinence 
in  favour  of  the    prisoner.     It  was    the    more 
incumbent  on  him  to  do   so,  as  the  accusation 
was    directed    against    the    Queen    as    well    as 
lier  piiysician.     Gates  swore  that  he   liad   seen 
a  letter  from  Sir  George,  jnentio.u.j;;  the  inten- 
tion of  poisoning  the    King,     l>nt   the  accused, 
besides  many  circumstances  ^\]neh  rendered  the 
story  improbable,   })roved  that  Gates,   on  his  ex- 
amination before   the    coiinci],    had    only   men- 
tioned a  letter  from  a  third  person  whom  he  iiad 
seen  at  St.  Gmers ;  and  being  asked  if  he  knew 
any  thing   more   against   Sir  George  Vrakeman, 
he   had  held   up   his   hands,    protesting  he   did 
not ;  and   that  he   had  then  owned  tliat  he  did 
not  know  the  prisoner's  hand-writing,  thougli  he 
now   asserted  the   contrary.      These   contradic- 
tions were  exposed  in  the  charge  of  Ghief  Jus- 
tice Scroc:i2:s,   who  having  been   at   first   shame- 
fully  violent  in  prosecuting  the  ])lot,   was   nov/ 
as  willing  to  please  the  court  by  bringing  it  into 
discredit.

The  elections,  as  might  have  been  expected, 
went  generally  in  favour  of  the  country  party. 
The  King,  grown  still  more  suspicious  of 
his  parliament,  and  more  averse  to  the  troubles 
of  contention,  had  recourse  to  his  old  expe- 
dient,  tlie  alliance  of  France.  He  endea- 
voured to  obtain  nine  millions  of  livres  from 
Lewis,  to  be  paid  in  the  coiu'se  of  three  years, 
on  the  condition  that  parliament  should  not  be 
assembled  during  that  time.  He  repeatedly  re- 
presented to  Bariilon,  that  this  step  would  place 
England  in  the  dependence  of  France  for  ever. 
The  terms  asked  by  the  ]3uchess  of  Portsmoutli 
and  Lord  Siuulerland  were  still  higher.  The 
King  at  length  agreed,  however,  to  accept  of 
one  million  of  livres  yearly  for  tln-ee  years,  wilh 
the  condition  that  })ariiament  sliould  not  be 
assembled  during  that  time.

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famous  cliaracter,  of  the  name  of  WilJoiigbby, 
(>r  Dangerfield,  a  friend  of  Bedloe,  was  released 
from  prison  by  Mrs.  Cellier,  a  Popish  midwife, 
who  obtained  the  money  for  that  purpose  from 
Lady  Powis,  a  very  eminent  person  of  tlie 
C'atholic  religion.  He  contrived  to  cajole  these 
two  ladies,  by  pretending  a  knowledge  of  a  plot 
carrying  on  by  the  Presbyterians.  To  support 
his  pretentions,  he  made  acquaintance  as  well  as 
lie  could  with  the  lower  emissaries  of  tlie  Op- 
position. He  hid  a  treasonable  paper  in  the 
bed-chamber  of  Coional  Mansel ;  and,  by  the 
advice  of  Mrs.  Ceilier,  took  the  Ciistom-liouse 
officers  there  to  search  for  prohibited  goods. 
He  then  found  the  paper  he  had  himself  con- 
cealed, and  immediately  called  out  "  Here's 
Treason  1"  Some  days  afterwards,  another  paper, 
containing  a  treasonable  association,  was  found 
by  Sir  W,  Waller  in  Mrs.  Cellier's  house,  con- 
cealed in  a  meal-tub.  Upon  enquiry,  it  appeared 
that  Dangerfield  had  seen  the  Duke  and  tiie 
King,  under  pretence  of  discovering  a  Presby- 
terian plot,  and  had  received  from  the  Duke 
twenty  guineas.  Both  parties  endeavoured  to 
represent  him  as  an  agent  of  their  opponents. 
But  whilst  his  connection  with  Mrs.  Cellicj-  and

The  execution  of  his 
lather,  l.ord  Capel,  by  the  liepubjicans,  during 
the  civil  wars,  recommended  liim  to  the  court  as 
a  person  likely  to  feel  their  resentments  and 
pursue  their  views,  with  the  zeal  of  an  associate 
joined  to  the  fidelity  of  a  servant.  He  was  for 
some  time  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  where 
Ills  adrainisti'ation  v/as  rciriarkable  for  impartiality 
and  liOnesty.  L^})on  tl^c  dismissal  of  Danby,  he 
had  1)een  appointed  to  the  Treasury,  and  dis- 
tiiiguis'icd  his  otHcial  career,  by  introducing'  an 
exact  economy  into  every  department.  Useless 
pensions  were  retrenclied,  superfluous  tables 
abolislied,  and  eiivoys  in  ibreiffu  courts,  whose 
services  at  home  had  recommended  them  to 
sineciu'es  abroad,  were  recalled.  I'liis  economy, 
indeed,  was  by  no  means  premature,  for  upon 
tlie  entrance  of  tlie  new  connnissioners,  (ml) 
27s.  aiul  3(1.  (I)esides  appropriated  money)  were 
found  in  tiie  Ti-easiuy.  *  It  may  be  mentioned, 
as  a  ])roof  of  his  constitutional  opinions,  that 
wlien  a  bod}  of  guards  v/as  formed,  he  wrote  a 
strong  letter  to  the  King  against  the  project,  as

W  ith  'i!. TC  and  iht if  a  \>av,  n. 
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Majesty,  said  the  Chancellor,  expected  that  tliey 
woidd  not  sutler  such  persons  as  should  sign 
such  petitions,  or  procure  signatures  to  them,  to 
go  laipunislied.  He  ended  by  quoting  an  ob- 
scure opinion  of  the  judges,  given  in  the  second, 
year  of{|kmies  the  First,  when  a  question  being 
put  to  them,  whether  it  vras  a  punishable  oii'ence 
to  procure  petitions,  nienacing  the  King  with 
the  discontent  of  many  thousands  of  his  subjects, 
if  he  refused  their  requests,  the  judges  answered, 
that  it  was  an  offence  near  to  treason  and  felony. 
fruch  an  opinion,  it  is  evident,  even  if  it  had 
been  much  more  distinct,  could  have  no  beariUig 
upon  petitions  simply  desiring  the  King  to  meet 
Ins  Parliament.  This  distinction  was  so  obvious, 
that  when  the  crov^n  lawyers  came  to  drav/  up  a 
proclamation  against  the  petitions,  they  had  great 
difficuhy  in  framing  it,  so  as  to  strike  the  offen- 
ders, and  disguise  the  real  ollence.  Jeffries 
wished  to  })rohibit  the  framing  and  presenting 
any  such  petitions  :  and  to  connnand  all  the 
peace  oHlcers  to  punisli  every  person  acting  to 
tb.e  coiitrary.  Ihit  Lord  Chief  Justice  North 
fiaid,  with  Jesuitical  reiincment,  "  that  the  ])ro- 
ciamation  ought  by  no  means  to  prohibit  the 
p/Ctitioning  His  Majesty  in  any  case,  much  less 
in  the  case  of  the  parliament ;  but  that  it  nn'ght

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party  represented  the  Duke  of  Monmouth,  who 
had  come  over,  and  remained  in  England, 
against  the  King's  positive  order,  as  laying  the 
the  foundation  for  an  insurrection,  and  the  peti- 
tions as  the  preparatory  steps  of  that  design. 
Upon  which  several  addresses  were  sent  up,  de- 
claring that  the  subscribers  abhorred  the  action 
of  promoting  petitions.  Hence  the  whole  na- 
tion became  divided  into  petitioners  and  ab- 
horrers. 

At  this  time,  also,  arose  the  distinction  of 
AVliigs  and  Tories.  The  origin  of  these  names 
is  well  known :  that  of  the  parties  took  its  rise 
from  the  new  circumstances  of  the  country. 
The  Whigs  formed  a  popular  party  far  less 
enthusiastic  in  their  religious  tenets,  and  less 
divided  in  their  political  views,  than  that  which 
opposed  Charles  the  First.  With  the  exception, 
perhaps,  of  Sydney,  who  was  not  in  Parliament, 
none  of  them  w'ished  for  any  thing  more  than  a 
regular  execution  of  our  ancient  constitutional 
hiws ;  government  by  Parliament,  and  trial  by 
jury.  Tlie  hereditary  succession  of  tlie  crown 
vv^as  in  their  eyes  a  rule  for  the  benefit  of  the 
people,  and  not  a  dispensation  of  Providence  for 
Hio  advantage  of  a  suigle  family.  If  at  any  time, 
tiierefore,  the  observance  of  the  rule  became 
dangerous  to  the  welfare  of  tiie  comnnuiity,  the

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To  the  necessity  which  exists  of  tluis  filJing  up 
the  outlijic  sketched  by  rude  hands,  we  must 
attribute  many  of  tlie  })retensions  whicli  Mr. 
Hume  ]ias  ])ointed  out  as  inno\ations.  AVitli 
res})ect  to  rehgious  distinctions,  tlie  Whigs,  it 
must  be  owned,  liad  generally  a  leaning  towards 
tlie  dissenters.  Nor  did  this  arise  only  from  the 
love  of  freedom  remarkable  in  those  sectaries. 
It  was  connected  with  a  laudable  desire  for  to- 
leration to  every  sect  but  one,  wliich  was  active 
in  its  entleavours  to  alter  the  government. 

The  ^J'ories,  on  the  other  hand,  were  altaclied 
to  tlio  laws  as  well  as  the  Vv'hics,  but  were  ibr 
.leavin£>;  entire! v  to  the  Kiup-  whether  or  not 
they  should  be  executed.  They  considered  the 
crown  as  a  sacred  and  unalienable  inheritance. 
Thev  held  that  the  rj<>-hts  of  the  successor  to 
the  throne  were  |)aramount  and  indefeasible. 
And  as  the  Whigs  wished  to  allo\\'  liberty  as  far 
as  could  be  consistent  with  monarchy,  the  Tories 
desired  to  gi\e  to  moiiarchy  every  tiling  that 
was  compatible  with  safety.  Their  attachment 
to  the  establishetl  religion  alone  was  stronger 
than  to  the  established  government.  At  the 
time  of  wliich  we  are  treating,  these  two  })rin- 
ciples  of  theirs  were  ])erfectly  consistent.  Whilst 
the  Tories  professed  tliat  they  ne\  er  would 
a.l)andon  the  Clnu'ch,  the  Church  declared  that

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CHAP.  X. 


CHARGE    AGAINST    THE     POPULAR    PAKTY,    OF     RECEIVING 
MONEY    FROM    FRANCE.  ALGERNON    SYDNEY. 


We  have  now  come  to  the  period  at  wliich  it 
is  said  that  the  chief  members  of  Opposi- 
tion were  bribed  by  the  French  court.  I  need 
not  inform  my  readers,  that  in  the  dispatches 
of  Barillon,  which  have  been  pubUshed,  there 
is  an  account  of  the  sums  given  to  each  per- 
son. In  looking  over  these  lists,  which  have 
been  so  triumphantly  brought  forward  by  Dal- 
rymple,  the  first  doubt  which  arises  respects 
tlie  integrity  of  Barillon.  When  we  see  the 
characters  of  Sydney  and  of  Hampden,  whose 
names  wdl  alwavs  live  in  the  hearts  of  Eno-lish- 
men,  depreciated  upon  tlie  authority  of  a  Frencli 
minister,  we  naturally  enquire  whether  the  wit- 
ness has  any  interest  in  concealing  tlie  truth, 
and  whether  his  character  stands  e([ually  high 
with  that  of  the  Englisli  })atriots.  In  order  to 
answer  the  first  ([uestion,  we  nuist  recollect, 
that  the  diplomatic  agents  of  Lewis  were  per- 
mitted, nay  almost  authorised,  to  ])ay  themselves 
out  of  the  monev  entrusted  to  their  care. 
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JJiit  it"  such  pi'fulation  was  i-x  i.  r  pci  imtU'il, 
it  was  ill  wo  c\\>c  more  \\kc\\  tc  lia))j)L'n  than  in 
tfiat  ol'  BariUon.  lie  iiail  ^I\'at  iiitire^-t  in  lo- 
})resentiiiu"  to  Ins  master,  t!;al  the  measures  ot' 
( )j)j)()siti()n  were  guided  b\  him.  lie  saw  them 
i\'S()l\  eil  to  refuse  the  su])jihe^,  and  nothing-  was 
more  ea.>v  than  to  sa\,  that  theii'  eoiuhiet  was 
the  residt  ol"  hi>  own  intiigues.  His  eonneetions 
with  the  popular  paitv  were  neee>^arilN  steret, 
aud  lie  might  ))Ut  the  money  m  his  ov.n  jjocKei, 
without  anv  Tear  ol' deteeti.-ii.

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Coleman  confesses  that  he  got  money  from  Ba- 
rillon,  to  be  distributed  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons." *  Any  one  would  suppose  from  tliis 
passage,  that  Colemian  liad  so  distributed  tiie 
money.  But,  strange  to  say,  it  appears  from 
the  journals,  that  Coleman,  tliough  he  received 
money,  and  the  members  of  parliament  to  whom 
it  was  to  be  distributed  were  pointed  out, 
affirms  that  he  did  not  distribute  it. 

This  will  be  seen  by  the  following  extract 
from  the  Journals  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
7th  Nov.  1678. 

*'  Mr.  Coleman  says.  That  he  received,  in 
the  last  session,  of  Monsieur  Barillon,  two 
thousand  five  hundred  pounds,  which  he  en- 
trusted him  with,  to  distribute  to  members  of 
the  House  of  Commons,  to  prevent  a  rupture 
between  the  two  crowns  ;  and  that  accordingly 
he  had  prepared  guineas  to  distribute  amongst 
them,  but  that  he  gave  none  to  any  member  of 
parliament,  but  a])])lied  them  to  liis  own  use  : 

"  Tliat  the  Frencli  ambassador  demanded  an 
account  of  tlie  two  tliousand  five  hundred 
pounds  ;  and  that  he  re])lied  lie  liad  distributed 
it  to  niemljers  of  the  House  of  Connnojis,  but 
desired  to  be  excused  as  to  their  names  :

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Lewis  to  renew  his  connection  with  the  popular 
party.  He  then  tells  us,  December  14.  1679, 
that  he  has  seen  Lord  Hollis,  who  is  well  aware 
that  the  Court  will  adhere  to  the  design  of 
governing  absolutely,  and  that  France  alone 
can  facilitate  the  success  of  such  a  design.  He 
therefore  wished  the  nation  miglit  not  be  stirred 
up  against  France,  but  he  refused  to  accept 
even  the  present  of  a  snuff-box  from  her  ambas- 
sador.  *  Barillon  then  mentions,  that,  not  to 
give  suspicion  by  two  frequent  visits  to  Lord 
Hollis,  he  corresponded  with  him  through  Sir 
John  Baber,  by  whose  means  also  he  had  a 
strict  connection  with  Mr.  Lyttleton.  He  also 
mentions  connections  with  Mr.  Powle  and  Mr. 
Harbord  ;  and  these  four,  he  says,  have  touched 
what  was  promised  them.  In  the  same  letter 
he  mentions  Sydney  as  having  been  of  great, 
use  to  him,  and  his  name  appears  in  the  account 


*  I  must  attribute  it  to  negligence  in  the  late  Mr.  Rose 
tliat  he  has  accused  Lord  Hollis  of  receiving  money,  anc, 
that  he  quotes  a  dispatch  of  December  2'2d,  1678,  as  giving 
lists  of  the  members  of  parliament  who  received  money. 
This  important  mistake  of  a  whole  year  has  no  doubt  beer 
occasioned  by  a  reference,  in  Barillon's  account  of  the 
14'th  December,  1679,  to  his  former  account  of  the  pre 
ceding  year.  *  Mr.  Rose  fully  accounts  for  such  errors,  bv 
paying  that  he  was  not  employed  in  writing  his  book  mai!'« 
more  weeks  than  Mr.  Fox  was  years.

(.iilficiilt  for  tiicm  to  blind  his  eyes,  as  all  he 
wished  li'om  tlie  ()p})osition  was  to  refuse  the 
siipphes,  which  they  were  already  determined, 
not  to  gjant,  without  the  Exclusion  Bill ;  and 
so  little  did  lie  dream  of  influencing  them  in 
trie  clioice  of  a  successor,  that  he  did  not  dare 
to  let  tliem  see  that  lie  was  instructed  to  oppose 
the  Duke  of  iVlonmouth,  though  Ids  Master  had 
ordered  him  to  traverse  liis  ])retensions  by  every 
means  in  Ids  j)o\ver.  It  seems  most  probable, 
upoii  liie  v.iiole,  tiiat  Dariiloii  was  persuaded  he 
Vvas  biiyii;.^':  the  tirst  s])eakers  iu  Parliament, 
and  ruling  t;;e  decisions  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons, wliilst,  in  fact,  he  was  oniy  paying  a  few 
skilful  intriguers.  This  \  iew  is  supported  b} 
an  ex])ression  of  Algernon  Sydney:  "You 
kiu)w,"  he  writes  to  Saville,  "  M.  de  Barillon 
governs  us,  if  he  be  not  mistaken."  But  his

With  a  soul  above  meanness, 
a  station  above  poverty,  and  a  temper  of  phi- 
losophy above  covetousness,  what  man  will  be 
envious  enough  to  think  that  he  was  a  pensioner 
of  France  ? 

In  this  place  I  shall  take  the  liberty  of  insert- 
ing a  few  w^ords  relativ^e  to  another  accusation 
against  Sydney.  Mr.  Hume  says,  that  "  the 
ingratitude  and  breacli  of  fliith  of  Sydney,  in 
applying  for  the  King's  pardon,  and  immediately 
on  his  return  entering  into  cabals  fbi"  rebellion, 
form  a  conduct  much  more  ciiminal  than  the 
taking  of  French  gold."  Dalrymple,  in  his 
florid  manner,  compares  him  to  Brutus,  who 
disregarded  private  obligations  in  a  public  cause. 
It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  amount  of  the 
obligation  conferred  by  Charles  on  Sydney.  As 
he  had  not  sate  on  the  trial  of  Charles  the  I'irst, 
he  was  not  excepted  out  of  the  Act  of  Indem- 
nity. Had  he  come  over  immediately  after- 
wards, he  conld  not  have  been  prosecuted  or 
imprisoned,  without  a  breach  of  law  and  justice. 
His  father,  Lord  Leicester,  however,  wTote  to 
him,  that,  "  though  the  Bill  of  Indemnity  be 
lately  passed,  yet  if  there  be  any  particular  and 
great  displeasure  against  you,  as  I  fear  there  is, 
you  may  feel  the  effects  thcreoffrem  the  high*! 
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powei's,  and  re(H'i\  t'  iitlronts  lioni  tlir  *  lovai."

J.  Dairy mple,  15th  May  *,  and  m  another  place 
15th  Julyt,  1677?  concerns  only  Lord  Berk- 
sliire,  here  called  Lord  Barker,  and  six  others 
not  members  of  Opposition.

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The  Whig  party  seems  now  to  Jiave  been  de- 
termined to  break  with  the  Duke  of  York  beyond 
the  possibility  of  return.  On  the  Kkh  of  June, 
Lord  Shaftesbury  came  to  the  grand  jury  at 
Westminister,  accompanied  by  several  Lords  and 
Commoners,  and  indicted  the  Duke  as  a  popish 
recusant.  The  bill  was  attested  by  himself; 
Lord  Huntingdon,  Lord  Russell,  T^ord  Caven- 
dish, Lord  Grey,  Lord  Brandon  (ierrard,  and 
many  Connnoners,  amongst  whom  occur  the 
names  of  John  Trenchard,  and  Thomas  Tliynne, 
Esqrs.  Tlie  chief  justice  fearing  the  consccpiences 
of  this  step,  dismissed  tlie  grand  jury  before  they 
had  finished  their  present]nents.  But  though  the 
proceeding  went  no  further  in  Westminister  Hall, 
it  had  a  very  general  effect  on  (he  minds  of  the 
the  people.*  It  seems  also  to  have  produced  great 
impression  u})on  those  wiiose  suj)port  was  most 
essential  to  the  Duke.  Not  only  I-ord  i'lssex, 
and  Lord  Halifax,  but  Lord  Sunderland,  and 
Mr.  G()dol})hin,  convinced  that  a  })arty  which 
could  take  so  bold  a  step  nnist  have  a  deep 
foundation  in  the  coiuitry,  advised  that  James 
should  go  out  of  Enghuid.  What  made  the 
Duke's  absence  es})ecially  necessaiy  at  this 
period,  was  the  a])proaching  meeting  of  Parlia- 
ment.

Before  he  went  he  asked  for  a  pardon,  that  he 
might  be  secure  from  impeachment.  But  this 
also  was  refused,  and  all  he  coidd  obtain  was  a 
promise  from  the  King  that  he  would  dissolv^e  the 
Parliament  should  they  proceed  to  extremities

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The  Pariiament  met  on  the  ^Ist  October, 
1680.  The  King's  Speech  began  witli  informing 
the  Houses  of  the  new  alliance  with  Spain,  which 
he  assured  himself  could  not  fail  of  being  grateful 
to  Parliament,  and  to  attain  the  end  he  had  in 
view,  "  if  our  divisions  at  home  do  not  render 
"  our  friendship  less  considerable  abroad.  To 
*'  prevent  these  as  much  as  may  be,  I  think  fit 
*'  to  renew  to  you  all  the  assurances  which'  can 
*'  be  desired,  that  nothino;  shall  ])e  Vv^antinfr  on 
<*  my  part  to  give  you  the  fidlest  satisfaction 
*'  your  hearts  can  wish  lor  the  security  of  the 
*«  Protestant  religion  ;  which  I  am  fully  resolved 
"  to  maintain  against  all  the  conspiracies  of  our 
*'  enemies,  and  to  concur  witli  you  in  any  new 


His  motions  all  accompanied  with  grace, 
And  paradise  was  opened  in  his  face. 
With  secret  joy  indulgent  Da%id  viewed 
His  youthful  image  in  iiis  son  renewed. 

Notwithstanding  t!ie  last  line,  it  has  by  many  been  sup- 
posed that  he  was  the  son  of  Robert  S}dney,  commonly 
called  handsome  Sydney.  Mr.  Evelyn  says  he  resembled 
Sydney  nmch  more  than  the  King.*  And  if  the  biographer 
of  .James  speaks  truth,,  the  circumstance  is  easily  accounted 
for.  Speaking  of  INIonmouth's  mother,  he  says,  that  after 
having  been  in  treaty  with  Algernon  Sydney  for  fifty  broad 
pieces,  "  as  lie  himself  related  the  story  to  his  R.H."  she 
lived  with  his  brother  Robert  in  Holland,  and  the  latter  is 
said  to  have  hinted  that  she  \\  as  M'ith  child  by  him-]-,  wheiv 
she  left  liim  for  the  King.

After  this,  which  was  represented  as  a 
piece  oi"  tactics  useil  to  impress  the  House  with 
an  idea  that  the  i)k)t  was  still  in  viirour  amoiiirst 
ihe  ('atholics,  Lonl  Russell  rose  and  said,  "Mr. 
"  Speaker  —  Sir,  seeint;  by  God's  pro\  idence, 
"  and  ni>Maiesty'sfa\our,  weare  here  assembled 
"  to  consult  and  advise  about  the  great  affairs  ot" 
"  the  kingdom,  I  humbly  conceive  it  will  become 
*'  us  to  begin  first  with  that  which  is  of"  most 
"  conse(iuence  to  our  King  and  countrv,  and  to 
"  take  into  consiileration  how  to  save  the  main, 
"  before  we  >{)end  any  time  about  particulars. 
*'  Sn-,  I  am  of' opinion  that  the  life  of  our  Kinu;-, 
"  the  >at'et\'  of  our  countrv  and  Protestant  re- 
*'  li!j,'ioii,  are  in  great  dangei"  fiom  I'operv,  and 
*»  that  either  this  Parliament  must  suppress  the 
"  pouei"  and  growth  of  Po})erv,  or  else  tliat 
"    I'optrv  will  soon  de->tro\,  not  onlv  I^u'liament, 
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*'  but  all  that  is  near  and  dear  to  ns.  And, 
*'  therefore,  I  humbly  move  that  we  may  resolve 
**  to  take  into  consideration,  in  the  first  place, 
*'  how  to  suppress  Popery,  and  to  prevent  a  Popish 
*'  successor ;  without  which  all  our  endeavours 
*'  about  other  matters  will  not  signify  any  thing, 
"  and  therefore  this  justly  challengeth  the  pre- 
**  cedency.'* 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Sir  H.  Capel, 
and  supported  by  Sir  F.  Winnington  and  Mr. 
Montague,  after  which  it  was  resolved  nem,  con. 
**  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  House  that  they 
"  ought  to  proceed  effectually  to  suppress 
"  Popery,  and  prevent  a  Popish  syccessor.*' 

The  next  day  Sir  G.  Gerrard  brought  before 
the  House  the  subject  of  the  petitions,  and  the 
proclamation  which  had  been  issued  to  discourage 
them.  Mr.  Sacheverel  moved  a  vote  to  assert 
the  right  of  the  subject  to  petition,  to  which  Sir 
F.  Winnington  added  another,  to  declare,  *'  That 
*'  it  is  and  ever  hath  been  the  undoubted  right 
"  of  the  subjects  of  England  to  petition  the 
"  King  for  the  calling  and  sitting  of  parliaments, 
**  and  redressing  of  grievances.  2d.  That  to 
*'  traduce  such  petitioning  as  a  violation  of  duty, 
"  and  to  represent  it  to  His  Majesty  as  tumul- 
*'  tuous  or  seditious,  is  to  betray  the  liberty  of 
"  the  subject,  and  contribute  to  the  design  of 
*'  subverting  the  ancient   legal   constitution   of 
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"  this  kiiiLrdoni,  and  iiitroiliicinu-  arhitiary  power. 
"  ni.  That  a  conimittct' In' a})))()iiite(l  to  (MH|iiii\'

Thesi'  votes  were  iinaniniou>ly  agreed  to,  and 
three  davs  at'teiwards  Sii'  K  Withiiis  was  expelleil 
tor  proiiiot ini:  ^nid  priseiitiiiLi,'  an  address,  ex- 
j)ressinu-  an  abhoirenee  ot'the  act  ol"  petitioninii^ 
ili>  Majesty  lor  the  calliuir  aiul  sittini!;  of  j)ar- 
lianients. 

This  vote  ap})ears  at  tirst  siLi,ht  arl)itrarv  aiul 
unjust;  but  it"  we  eonsiiler  that  the  ti'ndene\  ol" 
these  adiires^-es  was  to  ilepriw  the  .Mibjeet  ol" 
parlianu'iits,  whieli  is  not  onlv  one  ol"  our  most

:m  arbitrarx'   KiiiL,^  into  tear--  iii';ui  aibitraix'   I'ji- 
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liament,  A  Mr.  JStawell,  a  gentleman  of  good 
family  in  Devonshire,  acqnired  great  popularity 
by  refusing  to  submit  to  the  arrest.  The  House, 
to  avoid  a  discussion  of  the  question,  gave  him 
a  month's  time  for  his  appearance.  Mr.  Hume 
says,  that  his  vigour  and  courage  put  an  end  to 
the  practice.*  The  Commons  did  not  pass  over 
the  violent  and  intemperate  threats  which  had 
been  used  by  Sir  George  Jeffries,  and,  in  an 
address  to  the  King,  they  desired  that  he  might 
be  removed  from  all  his  public  offices  and  em- 
ployments under  the  Crown.  The  King  hesi- 
tated to  agree  to  this  prayer,  but  Jeffries  himself 
took  the  alarm,  and  not  only  gave  up  all  his 
offices,  but  received  a  reprimand  on  his  knees  at 
the  bar  of  the  House  of  Commons.  The  King 
wittily  remarked,  that  Jeffries  was  not  parliament- 
proof.  Tlie  Attorney-General  being  next 
brought  to  the  bar,  was  asked  who  had  assisted 
him  in  drawing  up  the  proclamation ;  and,  after 
several  refusals  to  answer  the  question,  he  was 
;it  length  induced  to  name  the  Lord  C.  J.  North. 
Upon  which  an  impeachment  was  ordered  against 
him ;  but  though  a  committee  was  named,  the

have  been  shaken  by  remarking  how  frequently 
they  liad  violated  the  liberties,  and  betrayed  the 
interests  of  the  country  they  were  called  to 
govern.  James  the  First  had  torn  with  his  own 
hand  the  remonstrance  of  the  Commons  from 
their  Journals :  Charles  the  First  had  set  at 
defiance  all  law  and  order,  when  he  seized,  in  the 
House  of  Commons,  five  members  who  were  ob- 
noxious to  him  :  Charles  the  Second,  restored 
by  an  indulgent  nation,  had  become  the  pen- 
sioner of  France,  her  greatest  enemy,  and  a 
promoter  of  Popery,  the  object  of  her  contiimal 
dread.  His  conduct  was  only  moderated  by  love 
of  ease,  and  an  instability  of  temper,  which  un- 
fitted him  for  great  enterprizes.  But  his  brother 
James  was  so  bigotted  ni  his  religious  principles, 
and  so  arbitrary  in  his  notions  of  government, 
that  tliere  could  be  little  doubt  he  would  endea- 
vour, innnediately  on  his  coming  to  the  throne, 
to  introduce  the  Roman  Catholic  religion,  and 
lay  aside  parliaments.  These  apprehensions  have 
been  fully  confirmed,  and  more  than  justified  by 
■subsefjuent  events.  There  was  also  reason  to  fear 
that  he  would  avail  liimself,  as  Charles  had  in- 
tended to  do,  of  the  military  assistance  of  France; 
and  that,  amongst  the  divisions  of  the  times,  he 
would  gain  at  least  one  party  in  the  nation  to 
his'iupport.     His  neglect  in.  both  these  particu- 
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iars  implies  an  extrenu'  of  folly  aiul  arrogance, 
which  could  not  fiiiiK'  he  an  clement  of  calcti- 
hition,  anil  tonns  another  instance  of  the  truth 
of  t!ie  j)ro\erb,  "  Quern  Deus  vult  perdere  prius 
ilemeiUat  I" 

If  the  existinij;  actual  danger  was  so  imminent 
a^  to  justify  the  strongest  remedy,  the  obstacles 
to  the  Ivxclusion  IJill  were  not,  in  their  own 
nature,  so  insurmountable  as  they  afterwards 
became  bv  force  of  circumstances.  The  tenacity 
of  the  House  ot'  I.ords  to  the  })rinciples  of  legi- 
timacy might  have  been  overcome  bv  the  perse- 
\  erance  ot"  the  C'onnnons,  as  it  was  afterwards  at 
the  J{evolution,  when  they  refused  to  declare 
the  throne  vacant  ;  and  with  regard  to  the  Court, 
it  was  to  be  obser\  ed  that  Charles  had  never 
been  steady  to  anv  nmn  or  any  measure.  It  has 
even  been  said,  that  if  he  could  have  been  as- 
suretl  of  (JOO.OOOl.  trom  the  Conunons,  he  wouKl 
liave  agreeil  to  the  exclusion  ot"  his  brother. 
But  they  >u>pecteil  his  sincerity,  })roI)ably  with 
reason.  The  Duchess  of  Portsmoutli  was  in- 
duced, partly  by  her  fears  of  imi)eachmcnt,  and 
|)artl\  bv  her  hopi->  ot"  her  sou's  succes>i()n,  to 
be  /.ea]oU'>  in  faxour  of  the  exclusion,  'i'lw  Duke 
ot"  Momnouth  j)romoteil  it  as  an  ojx'iuiig  to  his 
own  designs  on  \\\c  (  Vowu  ;  and  the  Piince  of 
Orangi',  |>robahl\  with  like  inti'iitions,  encou- 
lageil    iVnsionary    lagel    to  ^end  a    strong  mc- 

V     I 
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morial  in  its  support.  Lord  Sunderland,  Lord 
Essex,  and  Mr.  Godolphin,  secretly  favoured  it 
in  the  Council.  That  the  part  taken  by  Lord 
Russell  was  of  no  trifling  importance,  is  suf- 
ficiently plain  from  a  passage  in  Sir  W.  Temple, 
where  he  mentions,  as  one  of  two  circumstances 
that  had  great  influence  on  the  House,  the  lead 
which  Lord  Russell  took  in  promoting  the  Bill. 

The  motion  for  bringing  in  the  Bill  was  sup- 
ported by  Sir  H.  Ca]>el,  Mr.  Boscaw^en,  Sir  F. 
Winnington,  Colonel  Birch,  &c.  They  urged 
that  every  endeavour  had  been  made,  but  with- 
out success,  to  find  another  expedient :  that  any 
other  law  would  give  the  Duke  of  York  such  a 
command  both  of  the  army,  and  of  the  revenue, 
that  he  would  be  enabled  to  make  those  inroads 
on  our  constitution,  in  church  and  state,  which 
he  had  been  so  long  promoting. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  motion  was   opposed 
by  Mr.  Garroway,   Mr.  Lawrence  Hyde,  Sir  C. 
Musgrave,  and   Sir  R.  Graham,  who  severally 
spoke   for    expedients  ;  but  the  greatest  ability 
was  displayed  by  Mr.  Seymour  :  —  "  Sir,  I  must 
"  confess,"  he  said,   "  I  am  very  much   against 
"  the  bringing  in  of  this  Bill ;  for  I  think  it  a 
*'  very  unfortunate   thing,    that,    whereas    His 
"  Majesty  hath   prohibited  but  one  thing  only, 
**  we  should    so  soon  fall  upon  it.      1   do  not 
**  see    there  is  any  cause  why  we  should  feat 
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PoptMV  SO  imifli  as  to  iii:ikc  tis  run  into  such 
ail  t'xtronu'.  We  are  assured  there  can  be 
no  danger  (lurini::  His  Majesty's  life  ;  so,  u))on 
an  iinj)artial  examination,  we  sluill  i\nd  there 
can  be  no  <j;reat  reason  tor  aj)))rehension 
alU'r  his  death,  thoui^h  the  Duke  should 
outlixf  aiul  succeed  him,  and  l)e  ol"  that 
i-eh;j;ion.  Have  we  not  liad  great  experience 
ot'  liis  love  for  this  nation  y  llath  he  not  al- 
wavs  s(piared  his  actions  bv  the  exactest  rule^ 
otjustice  and  moderation  r*  Is  there  not  a  ])os- 
sibilitv  orbeini:;  of  the  ("hurch,  and  not  of  the 
Court,  of  Rome  ■-'  Hath  he  not  bred  up  his 
children  in  the  Prolestant  religion;  and  showed 
a  great  ii'sj)ect  foi'  all  piMsons  ot"  that  pro- 
fe»ion ''  Would  it  not  i)e  a  dangerous  thing 
tor  him  (1  mean  in  j)oint  of  interest)  to  ofier 
a1  anv  alteration  of  the  religion  established  bv 
law?  Can  any  man  imagine  that  it  can  be 
attem})ted  without  great  hazard  ot'  utterly 
d(^>tro\iiig  both  him>elt"  and  famil\' ^-^  Ami 
c"an  so  iiidi>c"reet  an  atteni])!  be  expcu'ted  from 
a  I'rince  >o  abounding  in  prudenct.'  and  wis- 
dom'-^  Hut  though  we  should  resoKe  to  lia\  e 
no  moderation  in  oui  jJioci'iMlings  against 
Papists,  vet  I  hope  wf  -h;il!  ha\c>  some  tor 
oursehcN.  It  c:uuiot  be  imaLi'ined  t iiat  such 
;i  lau  uill  bnid  all  heic  in  f'ngland.  or 
my  ni  Scotland  ;   and  it    i-   di>puted   whetlu'i 
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*'  it  will  be  binding  in  Ireland :  so  that,  in  all 
"  probability,  it  will  not  only  divide  us  amongst 
*'  ourselves,  but  the  three  kingdoms,  one  from 
*'  the  other,  and  occasion  a  miserable  civil  war. 
*'  For  it  cannot  be  imagined  that  the  Duke  will 
*<  submit  to  it ;  and  to  disinherit  him  for  his 
*'  religion,  is  not  only  to  act  according  to  the 
**  Popish  principles,  but  to  give  cause  for  a  war 
*'  with  all  the  Catholic  princes  in  Europe ;  and 
*«  that  must  occasion  a  standing  army,  from 
**  whom  there  will  be  more  danger  of  Popery 
**  and  arbitrary  government,  than  from  a  Popish 
*'  successor,  or  a  Popish  king." 

The  Bill  was  agreed  to  be  brought  in,  and 
was  read  a  first  time  on  November  4th.  On  this 
day.  Sir  Leoline  Jenkins  objected  to  the  Bill,  on 
the  grounds  that  it  was  unjust  to  condemn  a 
man  unheard ;  that  it  was  contrary  to  the  })rin- 
ciples  of  our  religion  to  dispossess  any  one  of  his 
right,  because  he  differed  in  point  of  faith  ;  that 
the  Kings  of  England  have  their  right  from  God 
alone,  and  that  no  power  on  earth  could  deprive 
them  of  it ;  that  this  Bill  woidd  alter  the  law  of 
the  land,  and  make  the  Crown  elective  ;  and  that 
Parliament,  as  well  as  all  the  King's  subjects, 
were  bound  by  the  oath  of  allegiance,  and  could 
not  disinherit  the  heir  of  the  Crown.  These 
arguments  of  the  Secretary  of  State  were  fully 
answered  by  Mr.  Hampden,  and  by  Mr.  Boolli, 
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alUTwarils  Lord  DclaiiU'ie.  Mr.  Hampden  said, 
*'  Sir,  I  do  not  understand  l\o\v  it  ran  ho  cot)- 
"  struc'tl,  because  we  are  al)out  to  disiidierit  tlie 
"  Duke,  that  theiefore  it  must  he  lor  liis  re- 
"  hiiion.  I'or  nu  part,  I  do  aj)pr()\e  ol"  the 
"  IhII  ;  hut  it  is  heeause  the  opinions  and  prin- 
"  eij)ies  of  the  Paj)ists  tend  to  the  alteration  of 
**  the  iiovernnient  anil  rehgion  ot"  tliis  nation, 
"  and  tlie  introducini;,  insteail  tliereol',  ol"  su- 
"  j)erstition  and  idohitry,  and  a  loreii;ii  arbitrary 
"  power.  It'  it  \sere  not  lor  that,  1  am  a])t  to 
"  lliink  the  Duke's  ])ein|j:  a  I'apist  would  not  he 
"  thought  a  suHieient  eause  lor  the  House  to 
•'   <p(Mul  time  about  this  IJiil."  * 

Mr.  Booth  said,  "  If  the  Duke  be  exeiuded, 
"  \  on  are  told  how  unjust  it  is  to  take  awa\  hi.> 
"  riLjhl  from  him  ;  thai  the  c"rown  is  his  inhe- 
"  ritanee,  if"  lu'  sur\  i\c'  the  KiuLi;;  and  besidi-s, 
"  vou  provoke  him,  and  all  the  I'apists  in  I'.ni;- 
"  land,  to  rise  and  eut  our  throats.  On  the

"  and  in  that  case  we  must  either  submit  our 
"  heads  to  the  block,  or  fight  and  be  rebels ; 
*'  or  else  to  have  a  law  that  will  justify  us  in

"  English,  whether  we  would  fight  for  or  against 
=*  the  law.     I  think  I  have  put  it  right ;  and 

*  now  let  every  man  make  his  choice  that  loves 
"  either  his   God  or   his  country.     As  to  the 

*  Duke*s  right  to  the  crown,  I  wish   it  were 

*  clearly  known  what   sort  of  right  it   is  he 

*  claims,  and  whence  he  derives  it ;  he  is  not 
"  heir  apparent,  neither  do  I  think  that  our  law 
"  knows  any  such  thing  as  an  heir  to  the  crown, 
'**  but  only  as  a  successor  :  and  therefore  neither 
**  the  Duke,  nor  any  other  whatsoever,  can 
**  pretend  the  same  title  to  tlie  crown  as  the 
**  son  of  a  subject  can  to  his  father's  estate  after 
*'  his  decease :  for,  with  subjects,  they  do  not 
"  succeed  but  inherit.  It  is  not  so  as  to  the 
"  crown  ;  for  there  they  succeed  :  and  it  is  from 
*'  a  not  rightly  considering  the  word  heir,  as  it 
*'  is  a  synonymous  term  wdth  that  of  successor, 
**  that  has  made  so  many  to  be  deceived  in  the 
*'  Duke's  title  to  the  crown :  for  this  word  heu 


"  to  the  rrown  w:in  not  heard  ot  till  arbitrary 
••  power  began  to  })ut  tbrth.  Helbre  William 
••  tlie  C-onqiieror's  tune,  it  wonid  have  been  a 
••  senseless  word,  when  the  })eo{)Ie  set  up  and 
**  })alled  down  as  they  saw  canse :  and  tUl 
•'  Queen  Kii/abeth  it  was  not  nnich  in  fashion, 
'*  wlien  the  crown  was  so  frequently  settled  by 
"  aet  oi"  parliament,  and  the  next  ot"  blood  so 
'*  often  set  aside  ;  when  the  son  seldom  followed 
'*  his  lather  into  the  throne,  but  either  by  elec- 
•*  tion  in  the  lifetime  of  his  father,  or  else  bv 
•'  aet  of  parliament.  So  that,  to  make  the 
"  Duke  either  lieir  ap})arent  or  })resumptive  to 
••  the  crown,  it  nuist  be  j)roved  either  by  the 
"  constitution  of  the  government,  or  by  some 
••  law  or  act  ot"  parliament.  It",  thereibre,  he 
••  has  a  title  to  the  crown,  it  is  necessary  to 
*'  know  what  it,  is,  ami  whence  he  has  it ;  but 
•'  if  he  has  none,  it  is  not  unjust  to  j)ass  the 
"  liill,  or  any  other  where  he  shall  be  })articu- 
"  larl\  named  ;  but  I  will  say  no  more  of  this, 
'*  k'st  I  mav  >eem  to  be  against  kingly  govern- 
••    ment,    winch  1  am  not." 

On  the  Stii  Xon  ember,  the  Bill  passed  through 
u  conunittee,  was  agreed  to,  anil  re})orted  to 
thi-  llou>e.  Proceedings  so  speeth,  ami  a  con- 
sent so  general,  alarmed  the  Court  ;  and  a  mes- 
sage trc»m  tlie  Thione  was  sent  iluwu  in  these 
■.crms  :  — 
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"  His  Majesty  desires  tliis  House,  as  well  for 
"  the  satisfaction  of  his  people,  as  of  himself, 
«'  to  expedite  such  matters  as  are  depending 
"  before  them  relating  to  Popery  and  the  plot ; 
"  and  would  have  them  rest  assured  that  all 
"  remedies  they  can  tender  to  His  Majesty  con- 
"  ducing  to  these  ends,  shall  be  very  acceptable 
"  to  him,  provided  they  be  such  as  may  con- 
*'  sist  with  preserving  the  succession  of  the 
"  crown  in  its  legal  course  of  descent." 

It  is  obvious  that  this  message  was  only  a 
manner  of  informing  the  House  that  the  King 
would  never  agree  to  the  Bill  of  Exclusion. 
But  the  Commons  chose  to  attend  only  to  the 
first  part  of  the  message.  Many  took  occasion 
to  observe,  that  it  was  strange  that  the  King, 
who  had  prorogued  Parliament  for  more  than  a 
year,  should  now  find  fault  with  them  for  the 
delay  of  a  fortnight ;  and  a  committee  was  ap- 
pointed, of  which  Sir  W  illiam  Jones  (introduced 
the  same  day)  was  chairman,  to  draw  up  an 
answer  to  that  effect.  They  at  the  same  time 
resolved  on  the  prosecution  of  Lord  Stafford, 
and  informed  the  King  that  they  should  soon 
be  ready  for  the  trial.  Thus  the  irregular  in- 
terference of  the  King  was  to  little  purpose. 
Indeed,  many  of  his  friends  thought  that  it  would 
have  been  a  wiser  part  in  him  to  have  been 
silent,  and  have  left  the  odium  of  rejecting  the 
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Hill  t'litirely  to  tin-  Lords.  Hut  it  Nsas  tlioiiLilil 
iK'(\'ss;u\ ,  l)v  sonu'  o.st(.Misil)lc'  act,  to  roimtcT- 
act  the  nusrcprcsciitation^  ot'  Sliatlcshury  ;  and 
the  anxietv  ot"  a  King  in  l)eliall'of'  the  succession 
of  hi>  l»rolher,  was  likelv  to  prochice  a  t'avour- 
al)le  etl'ect  on  the  niinils  ot"  liis  ])eoj)le.  On  the 
debate  in  Council  on  this  message.  Lord  Halifax 
lir>t  nianitested  his  zeal  against  tlie  Hill,  and  en- 
tirely se[)arated  hinvselt"  from  Sunderland,  Essex, 
arkl  (iodolphin,  who  were  its  secret  friends,  and 
wished  not  to  throw  it  out  ot"  the  House  of 
Lords  at  the  first  reading. 

The    third  leading  ol"  the    Hill    occasioned    a 
long  dei)ate.      Sir   Leoline  .lenkins  again    spoke 
against  it  ;   and  Mr.  L.  Hvde,   on  the  sann'  side, 
said,   tliat    it"   the    law  was   j)assed,   there    was  a 
loval    party    which    would    ne\er    obev    it,    but 
wouhl  think  themselves  l)ound,  by  their  oath  of 
allegiance    and    duty,   to    pay  obedience    to    the 
Duke!      He  remarked  that  the  proviso,  ordereil 
to    be    adtled    t"or    the    si'c-urity   ot"   the    l)uk(.''s 
children,    ditl  not  include  the  words   "  ])resumj)- 
ti\e   heir  to   tlu'Crown."      He  was  answered  by 
Su^  W  illiam    doiu's,   a    prot"ound    lawyer,    and    a 
man    of    gii-at    enuni-nce,   who    maintained,     as 
Mr.  i>ooth    had    done,     that     the    words     "   j)re- 
sum[)ti\('    heir  to    the   Crown"  were   totallv  un- 
known to  our  law-books  ;   and  tliat  the  succession 
oC  t  lie  Duke's  children  was  st  rure  w  ithout  them. 
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Nov.  15.  '^^le  Bill  now  passed  the  Commons, 
1680.  and  Lord  Russell  was  ordered  to  carry 
it  up  to  the  House  of  Lords  for  their  con- 
currence. He  did  so  four  days  afterwards. 
We  are  told  in  the  Life  of  James  that  many 
members  wished  the  Bill  to  be  kept  back  for  a 
short  time  longer,  not  thinking  the  Lords  suffi- 
ciently prepared  j  but  that  Lord  Russell,  carried 
on  by  his  exceeding  ardour  on  this  occasion, 
and  having  the  Bill  in  his  hand,  ran  away  with 
it  in  spite  of  all  opposition.  Finding  they  could 
not  withhold  him,  many  members  accompanied 
him,  and,  when  it  was  delivered,  gave  a  mighty 
shout. 

In  the  debate  on  the  first  reading.  Lord  Essex 
and  Lord  Shaftesbury  were  the  chief  speakers 
for  it,  and  Lord  Halifax  against  it.  The  King 
was  present  all  the  time,  and  the  whole  House 
of  Commons,  having  adjourned  their  proceed- 
ings expressly  for  this  purpose,  attended  the 
debate.  On  a  division  the  Bill  was  lost,  63 
being  against  it,  and  only  30  for  it.  The  Lord 
Sunderland,  to  the  great  surprise  and  displeasure 
of  the  King,  appeared  in  the  minority.  The 
great  majority  on  this  occasion  is  not  difficult  to 
account  for.  Besides  the  bishops,  whose  prin- 
ciples and  interest  were  both  against  the  Bill, 
there  were  a  number  of  Lords,  either  attracted 
by  the  distinctions  and  swaved  by  the  pleasures

*'  To  those  who  acted  with  good  faith,  and 
*•  meant  that  the  restrictions  should  really  take 
<'  place  and  be  effectual,  surely  it  ought  to  have 
"  occurred,  (and  to  those  who  most  prized  the 
"  prerogatives  of  the  Crown,  it  ought  most 
"  forcibly  to  have  occurred,)  that  in  consenting 
*'  to  curtail  the  powers  of  the  Crown,  rather 
*'  than  to  alter  the  succession,  they  were  adopt- 
"  ting  the  greater,  in  order  to  avoid  the  lesser 
"  evil.  The  question  of  what  are  to  be  the 
"  powers  of  the  Crown,  is  surely  of  superior  im- 
"  portance  to  that  of  who  shall  wear  it  ?  Those, 
"  at  least,  who  consider  the  royal  prerogative  as 
*'  vested  in  the  King,  not  for  his  sake,  but  for  that 
*'  of  his  subjects,  must  consider  the  one  of  these 
"  questions  as  much  above  the  other  in  dignity, 
*'  as  the  rights  of  the  public  are  more  valuable 
"  than  those  of  an  individual.  In  this  view,  the 
<*  prerogatives  of  the  Crown  are  in  substance 
"  and  effect  the  rights  of  the  people  ;  and  these 
*'  rights  of  the  people  were  not  to  be  sacrificed 
"  to  the  purpose  of  preserving  the  succession  to 
"  the  most  favoured  prince,  much  less  to  one 
*'  who,  on  account  of  his  religious  persuasion, 
"  was  justly  feared  and  suspected.  In  truth,

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ations  on  tlie  use  that  had  been  made  of  Tan- 
gier, as  a  nursery  for  Popish  soldiers,  broadly 
argued,  that  it  would  be  imprudent  in  the  House 
to  grant  any  money  to  the  Crown,  till  they 
should  be  satisfied  that  it  would  not  be  employed 
to  the  destruction  of  the  Protestant  religion. 
He  was  supported  by  Lord  Russell,  who  declared 
that  whenever  the  King  should  free  the  House 
from  the  danger  of  a  Popish  successor,  and  re- 
move from  his  Council  and  places  of  trust  all 
those  that  were  for  the  Duke's  interest,  he  should 
be  ready  to  give  all  he  had  in  the  world ;  but, 
till  then,  a  vote  of  money  would  only  have  the 
effect  of  destroying  themselves  wath  their  own 
hands. 

Lord  Ilussell  was  followed  by  Sir  William 
Temple,  now  for  the  first  time  a  member,  w^ho 
observed,  that  the  debate  had  become  one  on  the 
state  of  the  nation,  and  that  by  the  vote  of  that 
day  it  would  be  discovered  whether  the  Commons 
intended  to  support  the  alliances  made  by  the 
Crown.  He  urged  the  importance  of  Tangier, 
and  the  small  expense  it  would  occasion,  but  he 
pressed  the  House  to  this  grant  more  forcibly  in 
consideration  of  the  low  state  of  the  Protestant 
interest  abroad.  He  entreated  the  Parliament  to 
come  to  an  agreement  with  tlie  King. 

Notwithstanding  this  speech,  an  address  was 
ordered  to  be  drawn  u]),  humbly  representing

Lord  Ixiksscll,  and  Sir  William  .lones,  who  had

^aid  thai  he  did  not  think  the  rea^oii>  given  ui 
the  adilress  >ntlicicnt  to  induce  him  to  removt- 
the  i'".ail  of"  Halifax.  "  l)Ut  whenever  the 
"    I  loiisc,"  1h>  added,  "shall,  m  a  due  and  i  e^uiai 
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'*  course,  prove  any  crime,  either   against  tlie 
"  said  Earl,  or  any  other  person,  who  either  now 
"  is,  or  liereaf'ter  shall  be,  in  his  council,  he  will 
"  leave  him  or  them  to  their  own  legal  defence, 
*'  without   interposing   to  protect  them."     By 
these  words  he  tacitly  gave  up  the  power  assumed 
in  the  case  of  the  Earl  of  Danby.     Mr.  Seymour, 
the  great  opponent  of  the  Exclusion  Bill  in  the 
Commons,  was  impeached  for  diverting  money, 
when  treasurer  of  the  navy,  to  other  pin'poser> 
than  those  to  which  it  had  been  appropriated. 
It  is  impossible  to  say  whether  this  charge  was 
founded,  or  no^,  but  the   use  made  of  it  at  this 
time  to  punish  a  very  different  offence,  was  fac- 
tious and  ungenerous.     The  Commons  next  pro- 
ceeded to  the  trial  of  Lorii  Stafford,  one  of  the 
five  Popish  lords  in  the  Tower.     He  had  to  con- 
tend not  only  with  the  improbable  evidence  of 
Gates,  Dugdale,  and  Turberville,  but  also  with 
the  legal  talents  of  M:iynard,  and  Jones  ;  the  re- 
sult was  tliat  he  was  found  guilty  by  55  peers, 
against  31  who  acquitted  him.     Amongst  those 
who  voted  him  guihy,  were  the  Duke  of  Lauder- 
dale,  Lord  Guildford,   Lord  Sunck'rhuul,  Lord 
Nottingliam,  and  Lord    Anglesey,    all  stauncli 
supporlers   of  tiie  prerogative.      Lord   Stafford, 
after  liis  condeinnatiou,  tokl    Ihuiiet,  wlio  had 
[iccii  sent  to  him  to  })rocure  a  confession,  rather 
liirm  :■.  coiiversion,  that  lie  could  erive  information 
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\t.'iy  ii)tcr('>tiiiii:  to  \i\c  nation,  which  wonKl  im- 
j)Hc-atc  the  l)ii!.r  nr\()rk,  anil  other  ^Ti-ai  men, 
little  -ii>j«eet(.'vl  ;  aiitl  he  ik'^ired  to  know  if  he' 
miuh;  ibiaiii  a  pai'ilon  for  the  (li->eo\  er\ .  Doc- 
tor i5;i;,ut  eoniunnneatetl  \n<  |)i()j)o-ai  to  Loril

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the  prayer  of  the  House  of  Lords,  remitted  that 
part  of  the  sentence  which  ordered  him  to  be 
drawn  and  quartered,  they  put  the  following 
queries  to  the  House  of  Commons  :  — 

1st.  Whether  the  King,  being  neither  judge, 
nor  party,  can  order  the  execution  ? 

2d.  Whether  the  Lords   can  award  tlie  exe- 
cution ? 

3d.  Whether  the  King  can  dispense  with  any 
part  of  the  execution  ? 

4th.  If  the  King  can  dispense  with  some  part 
of  the  execution,  why  not  with  all  ?  * 

Serjeant  Maynard  said  that  he  considered 
these  questions  as  an  artifice  of  the  Papists  to 
to  make  a  difference  between  the  Lords  and 
Commons.  Sir  William  Jones,  though  he  al- 
lowed that,  according  to  Lord  Coke,  a  noble- 
man, judged  to  be  hanged  for  felony,  could  not 
legally  be  beheaded  by  the  King's  w^arrant,  ob- 
served, that  Englishmen  were  in  tlieir  nature 
not  severe,  and  that  the  substance  of  the  sen- 
tence might  be  performed  without  the  circum- 
stance. He  concluded  by  moving  this  extraor- 
dinary vote,  which   passed  without  opposition  :

I.oiil  Uu>soll  is  said  toha\eheen  one  of  those 
who  approM'd  ot"  the  bai"l)arous  interlerence  ot' 
the  -Jieiitls.  Mehanl  is  the  onlv  authority  I 
know  lor  this  story.  •  His  wonls  are,  sj)eaking 
of  Lord  ivussell,  "  \\'hate\er  may  be  saitl  of 
liis  stanihng  uj)  for  the  liberties  ot"  his  country, 
hi'  can  hardly  be  cleared  irom  thir.-ting-  after 
the  blooil  of  others  ;  especially  the  Lord  Staf- 
ford, against  whom  his  zeal  tran>port(,'d  him  so 
far,  that  he  was  one  of  those,  who,  with  Ijethel 
and  C,"oiiii>h,  (juestioned  the  King's  power  in  al- 
lowing that  Loril  to  be  only  beheaded."  Uurnet, 
Kciniet,  Iveresby,  North,  and  KyeKn,  are  silent 
on  the  subject.  It  does  not  a})pear  by  the  par- 
liamentary jIi'^tory  ol'  (irey,  (.'handle/',  or  C'ob- 
bett,  that  Lord  Russell  took  any  part  in  the 
debate  in  the  Commons;  aiul  I  know  not  that 
Mr.  Hume  had  any  authority  for  sa\ing  that 
-'  Lord  lvus>ell,  notwithstanding  the  Airtue  and 
humanity  ol  his  chaiacter,  siconded  in  the  House 
the  barbarous  scru])le  ot  the  -heritls."  Yi-t  the 
tt>-tiniony  of  I^chard  is  sutlicient  for  inducing 
us  to  think  it  ])robal)le,  that  Loiil  lxussi.||,  jn 
^onu-  way  or    otlu'i",   ga\ c  his  approbation  lo  the 
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queries  of  the  sheriffs,  and  it  is  LUidoiibtcdly 
the  circumstance,  if  true,  the  most  to  be  la- 
mented in  his  whole  life. 

It  is  the  privilege  of  the  philosopher,  and  the 
duty  of  the  historian,  to  mark  such  actions  with 
unqualified  censure.  But  to  men  engaged  in 
the  business  of  public  life,  such  an  occurrence 
may  suggest  further  reflections.  They  must 
feel  how  much  of  their  conduct,  even  when  di- 
rected to  the  most  laudable  objects,  must  be 
tinged  by  the  errors  attached  to  hasty  judgment, 
the  confidencce  inspired  by  party  fellowship,  and 
tlie  violence  roused  by  perpetual  contention. 
How  many  of  their  most  applauded  scenes  want 
a  defence  in  the  eye  of  reason  !  how  much  of 
what  is  now  their  boast  will  require  an  apology  at 
tlie  tribiaial  of  posterity  ! 

It  is,  no  doubt,  the  observation  of  these  er- 
rors, which  has  often  led  men  of  scrupulous 
delicacy  into  a  woi'se  faidt,  and  induced  them  to 
decline  all  co-operation  in  political  concerns. 
They  thus  become  totally  useless  to  their 
country ;  and  to  avoid  the  chance  of  being 
wrong,  omit  the  opportunity  of  performing  dur- 
able and  essential  services. 

There  is  one  more  observation  to  be  made  on 
the  conduct  of  Lord  llussell  on  this  occasion. 
It  must  not  be  supposed  tkat  he  wished  to  ag- 
gravate the  pa?n  of   Lord  Stafford's   situation. 
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Ilis  motive,  no  iloiiht,  \va^,  a>  Mr.  l\)x  has  ic- 
niarkc'd,  to  pirx  rnt  tlu'  (  rowii  Iroiii  asMnuiiiLi- 
till'  j)(»\vrr  ot'  ri'iuittiiiL;-  tlu-  whole,  a^  wril  as  a 
part  ot  t  he  piinishiiuiit.

1  hi-  Commons  uere  eiitireK  engaged 
in  the  dangers  ot'  the  siK'ee>>ion,  and  had  ri-

1<|  ihc  (  I 'i;si(k'ia1  ion  ot'  ihi  king's  spii'eh, 
app^'i'ited  I  hr  I'M-unig  Sat  urda\  t()rlha!  busini'sN, 
and  then  i /solv  td,  iisrlf  into  a  gianil  eoiimiiUe*., 
to  siH-ii!c  '.111'  kiiiudom  aganist  I*o|)im'\  and  arbi 
traiv  u.!\  i-i  nmeir  .      Lord   ('a\eudisli    moveit  bu 
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a  Bill,  for  the  association  of  the  King's  Pro- 
testant subjects.  This  measure  was  ably  op- 
posed by  Mr.  Harbord,  who  remarked,  that  ever 
since  the  trial  of  AVakeman,  the  clergy  had 
preached  up  the  danger  of  fanatics  to  be  greater 
than  that  of  Papists,  and  that  to  disinherit  the 
Duke  was  against  the  law  of  God.  He,  therefore, 
feared  that  the  present  Bill  might  serve  to  show 
the  divisions  among  the  Protestants,  and  be  at 
last  evaded.  The  Bill  itself  was  an  imitation  of 
one  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  to  prevent  a  Popish 
successor  *  ;  but,  as  Sir  AVillam  Jones  observed, 
all  the  privy  counsellors  were  then  for  the  inter- 
est of  the  Queen  ;  whereas  tliey  were  all  now  for 
that  of  the  successor.  This,  and  the  other  objec- 
tions before  mentioned,  probably  determined  the 
promoters  of  the  Bill  not  to  press  it  with  great 
eagerness. 

On  the  17th,  the  House  made  further  resohi- 
lutions  for  brino-inc;  in  several  Bills.  One  for 
more  eftectually  securing  the  meeting  and 
sitting  of  parliaments ;  another,  enacting,  that 
the  judges  should  be  appointed  during  good 
behavioiu';  and  another,  to  make  illegal  exaction 
of  money  upon  the  people  high  treason. 

On  the  18th,  the  day  appointed  for  taking  the 
King's  speech  into  consideration,  Mr.  Hampden,

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Tliis  speech  shows,  that,  however  unwilhng 
Lord  Russell  may  have  been  to  engage  in  the 
Exchision  Bill,  he  was  fully  sensible,  that  when 
once  in  forwardness,  it  ought  to  be  pursued  with 
firm  and  undeviating  constancy. 

He  was  supported  by  Sir  W.  Jones,  who  said, 
with  profound  judgment,  "  Without  the  Exclu- 
"  sion  Bill,  there  can  be  no  expedient  but  what 
"  will  leave  us  in  that  miserable  condition 
*'  of  hax'ing,  first  or  last,  a  contest  with  our 
"  legal  King ;  and  there  can  be  no  such 
"  thing  as  setting  up  a  power  to  oppose  him, 
"  but  by  putting  a  kind  of  supreme  authority  in 
"  the  Parliament,  with  a  powder  to  oppose,  ay 
"  w^ell  by  making  war,  as  laws,  which  might 
"  prove  the  destruction  of  th.e  monarchicai 
"  government.'* 

The  Houso,  howevei',  misled  by  Mr.  Gari-o- 
way,  wiiH  in  favoiu*  of  representing  all  grievance^ 
at  once ;  and  in  the  address  which  was  voted 
on  the  .30th,  we  find,  besides  a  petition  to  the 
Kiii2:  that  he  will  mve  his  assent  to  the  Exclu- 
sion  Bill,  wlicn  tendered  to  him  in  a  parlia- 
mentary way,  other  requests  concerning  the 
judges,  the  lord  lieutenants  and  deputy  lieu- 
tenants, justices  of  the  peace,  and  officers  of 
the  army  and  navy. 

A  Bill  was  next  brought  in  to  exempt  Pro-

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"  legal  thing."  *  In  consequence  of  this 
opinion,  a  proclamation  was  issued  to  forbid 
printing  news  without  the  King's  permission  y 
and  Scroggs  sent  a  messenger  to  seize  all  un- 
licensed books  and.  pamphlets  ol"  news,  and  to 
apprehend  their  authors. 

These  facts  were  strongly  commented  on  by 
the  Whig  members.  No  wonder,  it  was  said, 
that  petitioning  for  a  parliament  was  discoun- 
tenanced in  the  coimtry,  when  a  judge  in. 
Westminster- Hall  made  it  a  ground  for  dis-^ 
charging  a  grand  jiuy,  occupied  in  the  execu- 
tion of  their  duty,  t  Such  a  proceeding  amount- 
ed to  a  denial  of  justice,  and  was,  in  fact,  a 
suspension  of  the  la\\'s  :  for  laws  themsiilves  are 
but  dead  letters,  unless  their  exectition  is  se- 
cured, t  The  government  of  Scotland,  it  was 
urged,  had  been  quite  altered  since  the  Restor- 
ation, by  some  new  laws  ;  and  that  of  England 
might  be  soon  changed  by  the  perversion  of  tlie 
old.  §  The  proclamation  concerning  the  j)ress 
was,  in  fact,  an  assunq)tion  of  legislative  power. 
It  was  remarked,  that  an  extra-judicial  opinion 
of  the  judges  brought  Charles  the  First  into 
a  contest  concerning  ship-money,  and  was 
the  beginning  of  all   his  diflictdties.  i!      It   be-

had  acted  illegally  and  arbitrarily  ;  and  that, 
in  makino;  the  rnle  above  mentioned,  they  had 
usurped  to  tliemsehes  legislative  power. 

For  these  offences,  impeacliments  were  or- 
dered against  Scroggs,  Jones,  and  Weston. 
The  articles  against  Scroggs  were  reported  by 
Sir  R.  Corbet,  on  the  5t]i  January.  They  re- 
cited, that  Sir  William  Scrogg?,  cliief  justice 
of  the  Court  of  King's  Bencii,  had  traitorously 
endeavoured  to  subvert  the  fundamental  laws 
of  the  kingdom  :  That  ha\'ing  taken  an  oath 
duly  to  administer  justice,  he  liad  suddenly  and 
illegally  dismissed  a  grand  jury,  before  they  had 
finished  their  presentments  ;  and,  in  particular, 
a  bill  of  indictment  against  James  Duke  of 
York  :  That,  b)'  a  I'uJe  of  tiie  Court  of  King's 
Bench,  he  had  slopped  the  ])ublication  of  the 
Weekly  i^icket,  in  open  \  iohition  of  the  rights 
of  the  subject :  That  he  liad  defamed  the  wit- 
nesses on  the  Popish  plot :  That,  by  his  excesses 
and  debaucheries,  he  had  brought  the  highest 
scandal  on  the  ])iiblic  justice  of  the  kingdom. 
But  the  most  interesting  charges  were  as  fol- 
lows :  —

and  all  the  mischiefs  and  excesses  of  the 
Court  of  Star-Chamber,  by  act  of  parliament 
suppressed,  have  been  again,  in  direct  oppo- 
sition to  tlie  said  law,  introduced. 
5.  "  That  lie,  the  said  Sir  William  Scroggs, 
for  the  further  accomplislhng  of  his  said 
traitorous  and  wicked  pLU'})oses,  and  design- 
ing to  subject  the  persons,  as  well  as  the 
estates,  of  His  Majesty's  liege  people  to  his 
lawless  will  and  j)leasure,  hath  frequently

furious  threats  as  were  to  the  terror  of  His

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It  would  be  iuirclly  possible  to  conceive  a  more 
direct   progress    to  despotism,  than   that  wliich 
tliese   ;irticles  describe.      The   discretion  given 
by  tiie  law  seems  to  have  been  grossly  abnsed 
ibr    the  })nrpose  of  punishing   those  who  were 
obnoxious  to  the  court.     The  recollection  of  the 
evils    here    eiuimerated,    and  the   care  of    our 
ancestors  to  close  this  avenue  to  arbitrary  power, 
may  be  traced  in  tlie  pro\isioi:is  of  the  Bill  of 
nights.

A  message  from  the  Lords  desired  their  con- 
currence to  ii  vote,  declaring  the  existence  of  a 
Popish  plot  in  Ireland.  In  agreeing  to  this 
vote,  the  Commons  added  another,  that  the 
Duke  of  York's  being  a  Papist,  had  given  great 
encouragement  to  this  plot,  as  well  as  that  in 
England. 

The  last  address  of  the  Commons,  insisting 
on  the  Exclusion  Bill,  had  created  great  divi- 
sion in  the  King's  council.  Sir  William  '^I'emple 
thought  that,  as  there  existed  a  difference  be- 
tween the  two  Houses  on  the  subject,  the  King 
might,  with  decency,  excuse  himself  from 
giving  any  positive  answer.  But  those  ministers, 
who  had  been  branded  in  the  votes  of  the  Com- 
mons, thought  there  now  remained  no  safety  for 
them,  but  in  a  total  disuse  of  parliaments.  In 
order  to  widen  the  breach,  therefore,  tliey  drew 
up  an  answer,  in  which  the  King  told  the  Com- 
mons, that  he  was  confirmed  in  his  opinion 
against  the  Exclusion  Bill,  by  the  judgment  of 
the  Lords.     Sir  William  Temple,  who  neither 


]iam  Jones,  Chief  Justice  ;  Lord  Shaftesbury  was  to  be

This  motion  brought  on  a  debate  upon  ex- 
pedients. A  proposal  of  Sir  J.  Markham,  that 
the  Crown  should  be  settled  on  the  Prince  of 
Orange,  jointly  with  the  Duke,  was  laughed 
at  by  the  House.  Sir  L.  Jenkins,  and  Mr.  D. 
Finch,  were  the  only  other  members  who  argued 
in  favour  of  expedients.  fliey  were  opposed 
by  all  the  men  of  abiUty  in  the  House,  and 
particularly  by  Colonel  Titus ;  who  said,  that 
to  accept  of  expedients,  after  such  a  King  had 
mounted  the  throne,  would  be  as  strange  as  if 
there  were  a  lion  in  tlie  lobby,  and  they  should 
vote  to  secure  themselves  by  letting  him  in,  and 
chaining  him,  instead  of  keeping  him  out. 

The  resolutions  passed  were  the  same  in  sub- 
stance as  those  moved  by  Mr.  Bootli.  l>y  one 
of  tJiese,  the  House  voted  an  atldress  to  the 
King,  to  remove  tlie  Marquis  of  Worcester, 
the  Earl  of  Clarendon,  the  Eaj'l  of  Feversham, 
Mr.  L.  Hyde,  and  Mr.  Seymour,  from  his  pre- 
sence and  councils  for  ever:  by  anotlier  they 
declared,  that  till  the  l^Lxclusion  Bill  were 
passed,  they  could  iiot  grant  the  King  any 
manner  of  supply :  hy  two  otlier  resolutions, 
they  voted  that  those  who  should  lend  money 
to  the  Crown  upon  the  custonif:,  excise,  or  hearth 
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•.iionev,  (;!■  1)V  aiii  !.;illv,  nv  aiitifiiKnioii  upoi!

The  Duke  of  York,  about  this  time,  sent  Mr. 
Churchill,  (afterwards  Duke  of  Marlborough,) 
on  a  mission  to  the  King,  to  advise  him  to 
prorogue  Parliament  for  a  considerable  time,  to 
give  up  his  alliance  with  Holland  and  Spain,  in 
order  to  form  one  with  France,  and  to  grant  his 
own  recall.  The  King  was  averse  to  all  his  pro- 
posals, excepting  that  of  an  alliance  with 
France  *,  which  he  allowed  him  to  negociate. 

During  the  interval  of  Parliament,  the  Duke 
of  York  was  indicted  as  a  recusant,  before  a 
grand  jury  of  the  county  of  Middlesex,  who 
found  a  true  bill  against  him.  The  cause  was 
removed  by  certiorari  into  the  King's  Bench. 
The  elections  went  generally  in  favour  of  the 
Whigs.  The  city  of  London  voted  thanks  to 
their  old  members  for  their  conduct,  especially 
for  their  support  of  the  Exclusion  Bill,  and  con- 
eluded  by  declaring  they  woidd  stand  by  them 
with  their  lives  and  fortunes.  We  are  told  by 
Raphi  that  this  example  was  followed  by  most 
places  in  the  kingdom. 

I  do  not  know  that  I  can  conclude  this  chap- 
ter in  a  more  entertaining  manner,  than  hy 
giving  a  satirical  description  from  North,  a  bitter

one  evidence  more,  that  I  have  not  neglected 
my  part  to  give  that  general  satisfaction  and 
security  which,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  may 
be  attained,  if  you  on  your  parts  bring  suit- 
able dispositions  towards  it ;  and  that  the  just 
care  you  ought  to  have  of  religion  be  not  so 
managed  and  improved  into  unnecessary  fears, 
as  may  be  made  a  pretence  for-  changing  the 
foundation  of  the  government.  1  hope  tlie 
example  of  the  ill  success  of  former  heats 
will  dispose  you  to  a  better  temper,  and  not 
so  much  to  inveigh  against  what  is  past,  as 
to  consider  what  is  best  to  be  done  in  the  pre- 
sent conjuncture.  The  farther  prosecution  of 
the  plot,  the  trial  of  the  Lords  in  the  Tower, 
the  providing  a  more  speedy  conviction  of 
recusants,  and,  if  it  be  practicable,  the  ridding 
ourselves  quite  of  that  party  that  have  any 
considerable  authority  or  interest  amongst 
them,  are  things,  though  of  tlie  highest  im- 
portance, that  hardly  need  to  be  recommended 
to  you,  they  are  so  obvious  to  every  man's

Mr.  Williams  was  chosen  Speaker,  and  made 
a  speech  to  the  King,  in  a  tone  of  firmness  un- 
usual on  such  occasions.  The  King,  however, 
did  not  choose  to  follow  the  precedent  he  had 
made  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Seymour. 

The  first  business  in  the  House  of  Commons 
was  a  motion  to  print  the  votes.  This  had  been 
done  for  the  first  time  in  the  last  Parliament, 
and  as  it  might  have  some  influence  on  the 
public,  the  motion  was  opposed  by  Secretary 
Jenkins,  as  "  a  sort  of  appeal  to  the  people.'* 
Colonel  Mildmay,  in  answering  him,  seems  to 
have  foreseen  the  fate  of  the  Parliament ;  for 
he  remarked,  it  had  been  usual  for  the  Court 
to  prorogue  or  dissolve  with  a  declaration 
against  them,  and,  therefore,  it  was  fit  their  acts 
should  be  publicly  known.  The  motion  was 
agreed  to.  After  the  House  had  desired  a 
conference  with  the  Lords  on  the  subject  of 
the  Bill  passed  in  the  late  Parliament,  to  repeal 
the  ootl)  of  Elizabeth,  Sir  Nicholas  Carew 
brought  forward  the  Exclusion  Bill.  In  order 
to  prevent  any  charge  of  precipitation,  and  to 
give  time  for  the  Court  to  propose  expedients, 
the  House  })ut  off  tlie  debate  respecting  it. 
The  next  vole  is  one  descrviiigbolh  of  attention 
and  imitation  :  it  was  a  vote  of  thanks  to  "  many

lie  said,  the  more  treason,  tlie  better.  What 
use  he  intended  to  make  of  it,  whether  to  hide 
it  in  the  pockets  of  the  Whig  leaders,  or  to  take 
it  directly  to  the  King,  is  uncertain.  The 
former  was  reported  as  a  plan  in  agitation ;  and 
Lady  Russell,  in  a  letter  to  her  husband  at  this 
time,  bids  him  look  to  his  pockets. 

The  intentions  of  Fitzharris,  however,  what- 
ever they  may  have  been,  were  frustrated  by 
Sir  W.  Waller,  who  being  concealed  at  a  second 
conference  he  held  with  Everard,  laid  the  whole 
matter  before  the  King.  Fitzharris  was  im- 
prisoned in  Newgate,  and  then  began  to  look 
for  safety  to  the  opposite  party.  He  told  She- 
riif  Cornish,  that  he  knew  much  of  the  Popish 
plot.  Cornish,  with  great  judgment,  imme- 
diately told  the  whole  story  to  the  King.  The 
King  owned  that  he  had  given  money  to  Fitz- 
harris, and  tliat,  for  three  months  before,  he 
liad  been  promised  by  liim  information  of  a 
pk)t  concerning  his  government  and  life.  The 
secretaries  of  state  were  sent  to  take  his  exam- 
ination, which  was  nothing  more  than  a  tissue 
of  fictions  about  the  Popish  plot.  I'o  gi\'e  his 
discoveries  more  air,  lie  sent  for  Sir  R.  Clayton 
and  Sir  Cjeorgc  Treby,  before  Avliom  he  swore 
t<)  ilie  same  st<,)r\-.  lie  now  becanif  a  valuable 
witness   in   the  c>ycs  oi'  tlie  Opposition,   And  >i 
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worthies  ^|)\  ill  tlu'  (>j)iiii()n  of  ilic  (Oiiit.  \lv 
\\;is  miiovrd  to  tlu'  'I'ou iT,  and  an  ordrr  L;i\fii 
to  tlic  Attonu'\ -(ieiRMal  to  proMHaitc  him  at 
law.

into  the  poeki'ts  ot'  the  Opposition  memhers. 
In  order  to  sa\  e  him  from  prosi'cntioii,  they 
\oti'd  he  shonld  he  imj)eached.  l>iit,  upon  an 
aru-iimeiit  of  Lord  Nottingham's,  that  the  Lords 
had,  in  tlu*  ri'ign  of  i^dward  the  Third,  madi* 
an  oilier  auaiiist  tlu-  trial  of  anv  commoner  l)\ 
them,  the  Hoii^e  of  Lords  ri'tiised  to  reeei\(.'

The  King  an- 
swered him,  with  surprise  and  indignation,  that 
such  a  measure  was  against  law,  and  his  own 
conscience.  * 

Whatever  foundation  there  may  be  for  this 
anecdote,  Sir  II.  Clayton  moved,  on  the  20th 
March,  that  the  Exclusion  Bill  be  brought  in. 
The  motion  was!  seconded  by  Lord  llussell. 
They  both  declared  tliey  had  received  ad- 
dresses in  its  favour  from  their  constituents. 
In  the  course  of  the  debate.  Sir  William  Pulte- 
ney,  and  Mr.  Booth,  representatives  of  West- 
minster, and  Cheshire,  made  a  similar  declaration. 
On  this  day,  the  expedient  hinted  at  by  the 
King  was  explained  by  Sir  John  Ernly.  It  was 
to  aive  to  the  Duke  the  title  of  Kins;,  and  to 
his  daughter  the  power  of  Regent.  The  Duke 
was  to  be  banished  500  miles  from  EngLand. 
Sir  Gliomas  Littleton  spoke  at  length  in  favour 
of  this  ])lan.  He  had  no  doubt  that  the  people

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had  been  tried,  and  failed.  It  was  evident  the 
Parliament  had  not  been  assembled  at  Oxford 
for  the  purpose  of  granting  the  '^petition  of  the 
Commons.  The  best  course  that  remained  for 
the  Whigs,  was  to  obtain  the  banishment  of  the 
Duke  for  life,  and  rely  upon  their  force  for 
maintaining  it.  On  the  other  hand,  Charles  was 
availing  himself  with  great  dexterity  of  the  par- 
tiality which  is  always  felt  by  the  people  for 
persons  of  royal  blood.  The  higher  his  offers 
were,  the  greater  appeared  the  violence  of  op- 
position ;  and  he  wished  to  seem  opjirest,  in 
order  to  become  an  oppressor. 

Whilst,  however,  we  withhold  the  praise  of 
judgment  and  discretion  from  the  Whigs,  it  is 
impossible  to  deny  them  a  tribute  of  admiration 
for  their  fearlessness  and  patriotism.  Neither 
the  manifest  power  nor  the  pervading  influence 
of  the  Crown  prevented  their  making  a  direct 
attack  upon  the  brother  of  the  King,  who  was  at 
the  same  time  his  favourite  and  friend.  Nor 
did  they  seek  their  object  by  any  bye-ways  or 
illegal  methods  :  they  asked  for  the  exclusion  of 
James  by  a  bill  regularly  proposed  in  a  full  par- 
liament ;  and  at  the'same  time  that  they  abstained 
from  using  force  themselves,  they  not  only  shut 
themselves  out  for  ever  from  the  favour,  but 
exposed  themselves  to  the  persecution  of  an 
iirbitrarv  and  vindictive  Prince.

and  with  their  vote  against  the  House  of  Lords, 
on  the  subject  of  Fitzharris.     He  concluded  by 
warning  the  people  against  designing  men,  wlio 
accused  him  of  an  intention  of  laying  aside  par- 
liaments,  and   by  declaring   his   determination 
that,   after   the  lapse  of  a   short  period,    tlieir 
meetings  should  be  constant  and  frequent. 

This  declaration  of  the  King  was,  by  an  order 
in  council,  directed  to  be  read  in  all  churclics 
and  chapels.  The  order  was  very  generally 
obeyed,  and  the  effect  produced  corresponded 
to  the  wishes  of  the  court  and  clergy.  The  part 
which  alluded  to  the  Dissenters  raised  a  cry  of 
Church  and  King  through  tlie  whole  kingdom.

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distinctions  must  always  he  kept  in  view.  It 
will  be  recollected  that  Charles  lost  his  object  in 
the  iirst  Dutch  war  by  proclaiming  a  toleration  ; 
and  it  is  singular  that  his  adversaries  now  tailed 
in  the  same  endeavour. 

It  is  difficult  to  decide,  if  the  conduct  of  the 
King  had  been  long  premeditated,  or  if  it  was 
the  off'spring  of  circumstance  and  temper.  As 
he  was  a  profound  dissembler,  it  is  almost  im- 
possible to  judge  of  his  views  and  motives.  His 
admirers  have  been  warm  in  their  praises  of  his 
skill ;  and  it  is  pretended  that,  some  time  before 
this  crisis,  he  entirely  changed  his  usual  be- 
haviour, and  became  thoughtfid,  prudent,  and 
wary.  *  That  he  acted  with  consummate  art, 
when  the  moment  of  difficulty  arrived,  is  not  to 
be  doubted ;  but  if  w^e  were  to  fix  the  period  of 
his  projects  being  matured  long  before  the  Ox- 
ford Parliament,  we  should  probably  fall  into  the 
common  error  of  attributing  too  much  to  design, 
and  too  little  to  accident  and  im})ulse.  A  pilot 
cannot  determine  the  exact  path  of  the  ship  he 
is  about  to  steer,  because  he  cimnot  forsee  the 
winds  which  will  prevail ;  and  the  statesman  can 
almost  as  little  predict  the  passions  which  may 
influence  his  course.

where  lie  was  waited  upon  by  Lord  Russell,  and 
the  two  sheriifs,  who  gave  him  an  invitation  to 
dine  in  the  city,  which  ho  readily  accepted. 
Lord  Halifax,  Lord  Hide,  and  Mr.  Seymour 
endeavoured  to  dissuade  iiim  from  going  ;  but 
he  answered,  that  he  had  been  in  England  twice 
before,  and  liad  dined  both  tinjes  in  the  city ; 
and,  upon  their  representing  to  him  that  the 
city  was  now  in  opposition  to  the  King,  which 
it  liad  not  been  before,  he  grew  angry,  and  said 
lie  liad  ])romised,  and  he  would  go.  Upon  this 
re])l}',  Mr.  Seymoiu- inmiediately  posted  to  Wind- 
sor, and  got  an  order  from  the  King  for  the 
Prince  of  Orange  to  join  him  immediately.  The 
Prince  obeyed,  but  did  not  conceal  his  trouble 
at  beini;  obli^-ed  to  break  his  word. 

He  was  unsuccessful  in  his  negociations  with 
the  King,  biit  he  persuaded  the  Op})Osition  to 
offer  tlic  King,  alter  his  own  departure,  a  par- 
liamentary sup})l\  for  the  relief  of  Flanders, 
v.ithoutthe  Exclusi(i)n  Bill,  the  limitations,  or  the 
displacing  of  any  minister,  t  Ikit  the  King  was 
now  fully  resolved  not  to  meet  his  parliament.  *
